YOKOHAMA. 7 
The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 


the 9th March ; no later mail from London had been received. 
The Japan Mail supplies the following summary of news :— 


The departure of the Marines has been the great event of the 
week, and the depression in commercial affairs which is so 
marked seems increased by the unusual quiet of the Settlement. 
Our landscape has lost “its dash of red,” and is now colourless 
enough. The troops will be much missed by the Japanese in 
and near Yokohama, to whom they were a source of considerable 
revenue, and society loses an agreeable ingredient which, in a 
dull place like this, it can ill spare. 

On the 5th March the Royal Marine Battalion was marched 
to the English Hatoba for embarkation in the troopship Adven- 
ture. The road was lined with the friends of the departing 
troops, all anxious to say or signal an adieu to those whom the 
were so soon to lose, or to testify by their enthusiastic farewell 
the good-will which they entertained towards them. On ap- 
proaching the French Barracks the Battalion was received with 
the cheers of the French soldiers, who subsequently joined in 
the march, and passing down the Bund, amidst a throng of 
admirers and well-wishers reached the English Hatoba, where, 
at about half-past-three o’clock, they embarked in the boats pro- 
vided for them. At about the same hour the French forces 
were embarked on the M.M.s.s. Tanais, and next morning both 
took their departure for Hong Kong. The British Marines 
numbered 250 men and nineteen officers, and the French corps 
100 officers and men. The following communication has been 
addressed by Sir Harry Parkes, to Colonel Richards, com- 
manding the Royal Marine Battalion :— 

On the departure of the battalion of Royal Marines under your com- 
mand I feel it a duty to you and to your officers and men to express 
the sense I entertain of the services and conduct of your corps during its 
stay in Japan. Your battalion has been stationed at Yokohama for 
three years and a half, and during two of those years I have myself 
been a constant witness of the high order and efficiency in which it has 
been maintained. You have preserved throughout that period the most 
friendly and harmonions relations with the Japanese officers and 
people, and with the French detachment associated with you in the 
service in which you have been engaged, and you have the sat ’sfaction 
of knowing thut in conjunction with that detachment you have well 
fulfilled the delicate task of protecting a foreign community on foreign 
soil, without offending the feelings either of the Government or of the

people of the country in which you have been stationed. Your work, 
iudeed, has been one of co-operation with that Government, and they 
have not been slow to acknowledge the assistance they have derived 
from our troops during a time of exceptional political difficulty. 

Arrangements having been made forthe launch of the gun- 
boat Seiki (which has been for some two years past in course of 
construction at the Imperial Arsenal for the service of the Im- 

erial Navy) in the presence of the Mikado, his Majesty left 
Vedo on the 5th March by special train, for the purpose of em- 
barking on the corvette Riojokan, which had been detached for 
this service, and which was lying in the Yokohama roadstead. On 
alighting at the Yokohama Terminus his Majeaty was received 
by the Director of Railways, Sir Harry Parkes, K.C.B., and 
several native officials, and at once proceeded in his carriage, 
under escort of a party of the Imperial Lancers, to the English 
Hatoba, where he embarked and proceeded on board the 
Riojokan. The war vessels in harbour, which were gaily deco- 
rated in honour of the occasion, manned their yards as the 
Imperial party passed on its way to the /iojokan, the crew of 
H.M.S. ta cheering loudly as his Majesty’s boat 
their vessel. The ships then fired a Royal salute, and after a 
very brief delay the Riojokan got under way, and in company 
with the Stonewall and the Lighthouse tender, steamed down 
the Bay to Yokoska, at about half-past twelve o’clock. Prepara- 
tions had been made for his Majesty's reception at a landing-stage 
erected in front of the bureaux of the Dockyard, and a guard of 
honour of the Imperial Marines was drawn up on either side of 
the quay. Aftera brief delay His Majesty proceeded to visit the 
chief workshops of the Dockyard. In one of these the engines 
which had been constructed for the use of the Sevks, were pointed 
out to him, and appeared to excite his interest. Passing subse- 
quently to the Foundry he witnessed the casting of a heavy piece 
of metal intended as portion of acylinder, His Majesty was 
then conducted to the slip on which the Seiéi had been built, 
near which a balcony had been erected to accommodate him and 
the members of his suite, and whence he witnessed the prepara- 
tions. The launch was happily accomplished without fitch or 
hindrance, and the elegant vessel shot gracefully into the water 
onthe last wedge being withdrawn from her side. His Majesty ad- 
dressed a short congratulatory speech to the officers of the Dock- 
yard, reading it in Japanese from ascroll which he unfolded, and 
on descending from the balcony received Mr. Verny’s reply, 
which was duly interpreted to him. 

The Seki has been designed by and built under the superin- 
tendence of M. Thibaudier, of the Imperial Arsenal. She is ap- 

roximately 190 feet long, 30 feet in breadth, and of 250 nominal 

orse-power. She is constructed of well-seasoned kiaki, and is 
intended to carry one large deck gun and three smaller pieces, 
an armament by no means excessive. Her graceful lines were 
much admired, and exhibit that elegance of design which still 
supremely distinguishes the naval architecture of France. It 
may be added that the Sezki is the first purely war vessel built 
at Yokoska, a circumstance which lends a peculiar interest to 
the Imperial ceremonial. His Majesty, on his return journey to 
Yedo, landed under a salute from the men-of-war in harbour, at 
about half-past twelve o’clock to-day, and proceeded to the capi- 
tal in a special train. 

One evening this week as Mr. Mason, secretary to General 
Williams, of the Okurasho, was returning to his house, he was 
set upon by three Japanese soldiers, and somewhat severely ill- 
treate|. A Japanese interpreter, in front of whose house the 
affair took place, ran out to his assistance, was knocked down 
and repeatedly kicked, but succeeded in reaching the house 
with Mr. Mason and barricading the door. Fortunately, in the 
scuffle they secured the cap of one of their assailants, marked 
with his name and regiment, s0 that very little diligence is 
requisite to discover the offenders, who made off on the approach 
of some belated foreigners. 

The //iogo News correspondent at Osaka refers to the pro- 
bability of the Imperial Court being held at Kioto or Osaka for 
acertain portion of each year. This, he says, has formed one 
of the subjects of discussion at the recent meeting at Osaka. 

The Russian man-of-war Gaydamack, and the war vessels of 
other nationalities in harbour, tired a salute of twenty-one guns 
at noon on the 5th March, in honour of the anniversary of the 
accession of the Emperor of Russia. 

An attempt to set fire to Homura was discovered on the 3rd 
March, fortunately in time to prevent any consequences. The 
incendiary is in the hands of the police. 

The spring meeting of the Athletic Association has been fixed 
for Friday and Saturday, April 30th and May Ist.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 
follows :— 

On the 2nd March the S.8.N. Company’s steamer Shanse 
arrived off the settlement, being the first steamer from Shanghai 
of the year 1875. The Appin arrived on the 5th March, and 
subsequently the Shantung and Shingking. The steamer com- 
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munication between this port and Shanghai has conseqnently got 
fairly to work for this ae The Shanghai stcatnore haciig 
thus made their appearance, we consider that our Tientsin winter 
has come to an end. When we look back, we cannot mark it as 
having been a severe or boisterous one ; but, on the whole, as 
having been moderately cold ; and we have had through- 
out it many pleasant bright days. We have been assuredly 
highly favoured, as compared with former winters, m regard 
to getting news from the outer world. Our letters frem Sha 
hai have been received weekly with remarkable regularity by 
the Customs mail. For this inestimable favour the Tieatsin 
rosea have again to thank the Inspector-General of Cus- 

ms. r newspapers we received pre larly about every 
twelve days through the Chinese anbee and merchants 
conveyance, as Mr. Solomon, the Chairman of the Municipal 
Council, had previously arranged. And in addition to the above, 
Messrs. Russell and Co., the agents of the 8.S.N. Company, in 
accordance with the progressive American spirit, furnished the 
community with the telegrams which had been each week re- 
ceived at Shanghai. For this considerate and generous favour 
the Tientsin community have to render their best thanks to the 
head of that firm in Shanghai. 

The Chinese are now all again following their usual occupa- 
tions, after the new-year holidays, and as the crops were gathered 
in successfully last year all around here, the labouring classes 
are in fair circumstances, food and fuel being cheap. Durin 
the winter the inland and sea junks, large and small have h 
their usual yearly overhaul, and are all ready to be launched 
directly the ice leaves this river. It is said, however, that the 
inland traders will this year be fewer than last, as more of them 
will go to Hankow and the river marts for their goods. Besides. 
other causes, this absence from the Tientsin market is attributed. 
to political events which have taken place lately in the North of 
China. 

On the 19th Feb. the twenty-seven days of mourning for the 
demise of the late Emperor came to an end, and on that day 
the local authorities used the red seals and red cards, and com- 
menced again to wear their buttons of rank. On the 2ist Sun 
Sze-ta, the Customs Taoutai, called on the Consuls at Tientsin, 
being the first visit of a Chinese official in the reign of Kwang- 
seu. The ceremony of the coronation of his Majesty Kwang- 
seu took place on the 25th Feb., in the Imperial palace at the 
metropolis. On the same day the foreign and Chinese vessels of 
war lying in this harbour—namely, one British, one French, one 
Russian, and one American—dressed ship, and at noon fired 
Royal salutes of twenty-one guns to celebrate the event. 

From a number of petty mandarins who arrived on the 24th 
Feb. from Peking, we learnt that H.E. Ying Han, the newly 
appointed Governor-General for the provinces of Kwangtung 
and Kwangse, would arrive on the 26th, on his way south. He 
made his appearance accordingly, and took up his residence in 
the premises of the Chinese Steamer Company. Since then the 
high civil and military officers of Tientsin have been calling on 
him, as also the foreign officials at this port. H.E. has duly re- 
turned the visits of the Consuls. I should think that he will 
be a popular man with foreign officials, as he is evidently meet- 
ing his new position amongst foreigners in a friendly spirit, and 
appears to be a man of great good sense and tact, saying the 
proper thing at the proper time. He declares himself to bea 
relative of Chung-how, and in his manners to foreigners re- 
sembles him a great deal. H.E. is about to leave for Shanghai. 

The Customs Taoutai a few days ago addressed the Consuls 
in regard to taking steps for establishing regulations for the 
future prevention of collisions in the river. The subject is now 
under consideration. In the meantime, we must say that the 
action of the Taoutai is, without doubt, a move in the right 
direction. 

In the Gasette of the 13th Feb. I notice that the Cabinet 
Ministers and the Prince of Chun (the father of the Emperor) 
were together summoned to the Council room. It eoald thus 
appear that the Prince of Chun still continues to take part in 
the transaction of public affairs at Court. 

Li Hung-chang is likely to take up his residence in Tientsin 
shortly. The Peruvian Minister is also looked for at an early 
date, to exchange ratifications of the treaty. 

General Raasloff, the Danish Minister, is expected at Tientsin 
from Peking, en route to Shanghai. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 12th 
March ; the French mail from London Jan. 15, and the follow- 
ing P.and O. mail of Jan. 22, were received together on the 
6th March. The following summary is from the North China 


Herald :— 

We congratulate the French Municipal Council on baving ob- 
tained the witldrawal of the Chinese soldiers who have be 
stationed in their settlement since the riot in May last. The 
presence of either Chinese soldiers or B higaiaube within munici- 
pal limits is eminently undesirable. e cannot think that the 
Council are equally wise in insisting on their right to the roads 
which occasioued the riot. A letter has been written to the 
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Charge d’Affaires at Peking, asking him to confirm the 
right of the Municipality to these roads. It would be wiser 
to let the matter drop, and to require only the surrender 
of the adjacent land originally offered by the Guild as an 
alternative line of road.—Consultation is to be had with the 
English Council, as to regulating the wheelbarrow traffic. The 
chairman has written a very courteons and friendly lettter to the 
chairman of the English Council, in answer to the one which we 
* published on the 24th ult. We see that the Council purpose 
asking the Gas Company to reduce the price of gas. By their 
original agreement with the Council, the Company are bound to 
lower their rate directly they pay 12 per cent ; they never have 

id 12 per cent., preferring to divide 11 per cent. and carry the 

ce to reserve ; but their earnings would have permitted the 
higher dividend, and the Council intend asking for a reduction 
in price on that plea. Steps are to be taken to widen certain por- 
tions of the Rue du Consulat. 

At a meeting of the Municipal Council, held on the Ist March» 
Tis. 600 were voted for making a new road between the Soo- 
chow creek and Tiendong-road, along the line of Kingsmill 
creek.— Delegates were as Seeing to discuss with the French 
Municipal Council the subjects—division of Wheelbarrow fees, 
Jinricksha regulations, construction of Honan-road bridge over 
the Yang-king-pang, and the encroachment on that stream by 
the French bund.—We regret to find that the hope which had 
been raised, of a bund line being fixed, is premature. The Har- 
bour Master is only preparing a plan of the present bund and 
wharves.— Application has been made to Hong Kong for a drill- 
sergeant.—The French Council adhere to their decision to bear 
only one-third of the cost of bridges over the Yang-king-pang. 
We cannot quite see the ground of this position. 

The trustees of the Furasian school have held an examination 
of the pupils, and expressed themselves well pleased with the 
progress of the children. Prizes were given to the two best in 
each class ; and smaller presents, by way of encouragement and 
mark of approval, to the remainder—for Mrs. Gill gives all the 
a ey an excellent character, both as to behaviour and effort 
to learn. : 

A case having much local interest has been entered on before 
the United States Consular Court. In form it is simply a suit 
by the Municipal Council against Mr. W. H. Fogg for arrears of 
land tax, which his agents refuse to pay because they say he is 
over-assessed. The interest arises from the nature of the dicfence. 
Mr. Twombly hee the whole status of the Council, im- 
pears the validity of the land regulations and denying his 








hability. The regulations, he contends, have not been 
signed by the Chinese Government, and have not been sanctioned 
by the United States Government, but only by their Represen- 
tative at Peking, and are therefore not legally binding. How- 
ever, he has always been willing to contribute his quota 
towards the maintenance of good order in the Settlement ; 
but he refuses the present demand as wrong on two grounds. 
In the first place, six mow out of the fourteen with which he is 
charged are surrendered to the public, and in use as roads, or 
lying wasteas foreshore to which his right is not recognised ; in the 
second, he contends that the rate of valuation is excessive. The 
Council are quite willing to reduce the assessment to eight mow, 
if the title-deed is revised, the excess cut off, and the stated area 
reduced to the actual area of Messrs. Fogg and Co.’s compound. 
(It was mentioned that this had already been done in another 
case.) But the area stated on the title-decd has always been 
taken as the standard for taxation, and the Council adhere to it. 
Mr. Twombly declines the alternative, and hence the suit. The 
case was only ae gone into, and stands adjourned. 

About 100 Volunteers turned out on the 5th March and went 
through some battalion drill with very creditable precision. 
Marching past was first practised, and was accomplished success- 
fully. Some échelon movements of companies were gone through 
exceedingly well. The first charge was rather shaky, but a 
second, later in the afternoon, was done more steadily. The 
Band was on the ground, and played during several of the move- 
ments, but it rather overpowered the words of command. A 
number of ladies were present in the compound—and a still 
larger number of men, who would have figured with much better 
credit in the ranks of the Volunteers. There were enough able- 
bodied onlookers to form two strong companies, and the exercise 
of the drill would have been far more healthy—and useful. 

An advertisement has been published annouacing the opening 
of the rifle range for practice, the establishment of prize compe- 
titions for recruits, as well as for those members of the corps 
who have never won a prize, and the adoption of a weekly mus- 
ketry drill at the main guard. The prize-shooting for recruits 
ae take place in April, and the usual Spring competition in 

ay. 

It does not very often happen that we get two European mails 
on the same day. It is worth noting, therefore, that this hap- 
pened on the 6th March ; the Avoca, with the mails of Jan. 22, 
and the Hoogly, with the mails of the 15th, coming in, one shortly 
after the other. The Avoca’s performance is rather a triumph 
for the P. and O., her mails having been actually delivered 
here several hours before those 3 

str. Hloogly. She was four days ahead of her time, the 
Hoogly two days behind her's. The almost simultaneous 
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departure of the steamers from Hong Kong on the 2nd March 

had caused some little interest in the settlement as to whe- 

ther the mails of the 15th or 22nd January would arrive 

first. The question was solved by the arrival at 3 a.m. on the 

6th of the Avoca, the Hoogly not reaching Woosung until about 

eleven the same morning. While coming up the river, the 

Hoogly took the ground on the Woosung Spit, between the Red 

Buoy and the old Joss-posts, and remained fast. At a quarter’ 
to twelve the steamer Awtshiny went alonaside and attempted 

to tow her afloat, but could not do so. She therefore took off 
mails and passengers, and brought them up to Shanghai, return- 

ing immediately to the scene of the mishap ; lighters were also 

sent down, and the discharging of cargo into them was at once 
commenced. An anchor was got out astern of the Hoogly so as 
to keep her in the same position, and her yards and topmasts were 
sent down ; tugs were also in readiness to tow her off at the 

rising of the tide. We are glad to hear that she was got off 
successfully, and has since arrived in port, but in manceuvring 
to an anchorage at Woosung she carried away the Red Buoy. 
We are told that the cause of her grounding was the fact that 
the Red Buoy was considerably to the northward of its true 
position, thus misleading the pilot. 

The French iron-clad Montcalm came up the river on the 8th 
of March. Her arrival gave rise to various rumours among the 
Chinese about an intention to enforce the opening of the roads 
alongside the Ningpo Joss-house. 

The Paper Hunt Handicap bas been won by Mr. Brandt on 
Sea Bird. The ground was heavy, ard very trying to the ponies, 
It was at first thought that the handicap would have to be run 
on the Steeple Chase Course, owing to the apparently impractic- 
able state of the country. But two days’ sun so far dried the 
ground that it was eventually resolved to run it off in the 
country, and the stewards selected a line between Sikawei and 
the Bubbling Well. 

The competition did not seem to be very keen at the auction 
‘on the 10th March at the Horse Bazaar, and weare told that 
only a few Griffins were sold, at prices ranging from Tls, 65 to 
Tls. 120. The ponies were rather a goud-lvoking lot, and in the 
“now” which usually follows the auction, one purchased for 
Tls. 65 went in very good form. 

We are glad to hear that although the weather was so un- 
favourable at the recent performance of the Shanghai Amateur 
Minstrel Society the sum available for the institution in whose 
aid the entertainment was given—viz., the New Hospital— 
amounts to $103.40. We hear that another performance will be 
given at an early date, with the same charitable object. 

The S. S. N. Company’s steamer Shanse, Captain J. Crowell, 
was the first to arrive in Tientsin, and the first to get back to 
Shanghai. She arrived in port on the 9th March, and reports 
having passed the Haining, Appin, Shinking, Shantung, Nanzing, 
and Jusing, all bound in, and the steamer CArhli bound up. The 
Lee Hung (late Leven) was passed in the river, disabled. The 
Appin also arrived, direct from Tientsin, on the 9th March. 

We understand that a correspondence has taken place between 
the United States Consul-General, the Agency of the “ Mitsu 
Bishi” Steamship Cotapany, and the Japanese Consul, in regard 
to the transmission of mails between this port and Japan by the 
Company’s vessels, Th2 Postal Convention between the United 
States and Japan provides that the mails shall be made up at 
the U. S. Postal ency for Japanese mail packets hence to 
Japan. The question is, whether the vessels of the Company 
can be considered mail packets. The question has been referred 
to the Japanese Government and the United States Minister 
at Yedo, and it is hoped that a satisfactory settlement will 
be reached. This matter is of interest, as the “ Mitsu Bishi” 
steamers have orders at present to receive no mails iu Shanghai, 
These orders seem at variance with the purposes of the Company,, 
as expressed in the letter of their Agent, which was published in 
our issue of the 15th February. 

H.M.S. Diurf, Commander the Hon. Edward G. Dawson, ar- 
rived in harbour from Hong Kong on the 4th March, after the 
aunprecedentedly long passage of eighteen days. The ship seemed 
unable to make headway against the monsoon, and on some days 
made as much leeway as progress. She was obliged to put into 
Amoy to coal. The Dwarf was re-commissioned in November 
last at Hong Kong, and this was her first trip afterwards. It is 
not the first time that similar complaints have been made re- 
specting vessels of the Dwarf class ; and although it may be 
well to utilise them now they are here, it would seem wiser to 
keep them in one place as guardboats than to move them about 
—esvecially against adverse monsoons. 

We have pleasure in stating that Chén, the Mixed Court Ma- 
istrate, has divided amongst the Gutzlaff, Hongkew and Chinese 
ospitals the sum of $366 and Tls. 27—amounts that have been 

further recovered out of the bribes taken in the “ General Yang” 
abduction case. 

Our former Taoutai, Ting Jih-chang, subsequently Governor 
of this province, has left for Soochow, having spent six days in 
Shanghai. He resided at the Arsenal, of which he is the 
founder, and looks, it is said, with much pride on his work. Na-

A correspondent seuds some notes of an overland trip from 
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Newchwang to Peking, which give a striking sketch of the con- 
dition of the country. We have heard a good deal from our 
Newchwang correspondent, and from the Peking Gazette, of the 
robbers of Manchuria. Our correspondent’s experience supplies 
practical details of their proceedings. They are apparently 
masters of the country ; the people are afraid of them, and the 
soldiers either indifferent or unable to cope with them. 


FOOCHOW. 
(Foochow Recorder.) 

It is understood that during the absence of M. Giquel in 
Europe, M. de Se Se will take charge of the Arsen We 
understand that H.B.S. Kestrel is under orders for the South, 
and that she will be relieved at an early date by the Growler. 

We regret to learn that Doctor Beaumont leaves per Dragon 
for Shanghai, in ill health. We trust to see the worthy Doctor 
back again in a few weeks—in completely restored health. 

The foreign instructor of Chinese troops at the South Camp 
has, we are informed, recently received per steamship Dragon 
a number of bugles, drums, and other martial instruments of 
music. It is consoling to reflect that the South Camp is two miles 
distant from the settlement. 

We are informed by excellent authority that despatches have 
been sent from the Tsung-li Yamen to the high officials of the 
Maritime Provinces, instructing them to take due measures for 
the protection of the Great Northern Telegraph Company’s sea 
cables. This has been done, we understand, in compliance with 
the request of the foreign diplomatic body at Peking, and will 
set at rest all doubt as to the legality of the company’s position, 
in so far as their sea lines are concerned—the opposition to which 
has oe been confined to interested petty officials and foreign 
riv. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 18th March ; 
the P. and O. mail from London Feb. 5 was received on the 
15th March. The following items of intelligence are from the 
China Mail :— 

An arrangement has been made between the H.K.C. and M. 
Steamboat Company and the Canton Customs which bids fair 
to turn out to the mutnal advantage of both parties. Every one 
who has visited the city in question is familiar with the native 
rush which takes place on arrival and the consequent difficulty 
experienced by the tidewaiters in properly examining baggage. 
Now, smuggling is quite as much against the interests of the 
-Company as of the Customs, and a proposal to put tidewaiters on 
board at a point outside the limits of British jurisdiction, so that 
they might search and give passes at leisure on the passage up, 
was at once agreed to by the directors. The new system has 
not, we believe, been yet formally inaugurated, but will com- 
mence working very shortly, though an experiment has been 
made which has resulted satisfactorily. As a decrease of smug- 
gling opium, which forms the [principal item, will result in in- 
creased earnings by the steamers, the shareholders may be con- 
gratulated. The Commissioner at Canton appears in this in- 
stance to have acted in the best interests of the public. 

A concert was given by the Hong Kong Choral Society at the 
City Hall. The glees were given with ides steadiness, and the 
instrumental selections were very happily rendered. As on for- 
mer occasions, the accomplished amateur on the violoncello gave 
his valuable aid, and elicited enthusiastic applause. The gifted 
lady, whose solos have so often been a chief feature in such en- 
tertainments, also delighted the audience on this occasion, and 
we have pleasure in recording that the present concert was the 
most successful yet given by the society. Mr. Frayling conducted. 

Mr. Plichon, at present French Consul at Yokohama, has been 
. appointed French Consul at Hong Kong. 

We have been favoured witha copy of the Regulations, in 
English and Chinese, for the International Exhibition of 1876 at 
Philadelphia, which is, we believe, to be held especially in hon- 

- our of the Centennial of the United States. The Commissioners 
appointed by the Chinese Government to superintend the trans- 
mission of articles intended for the Exhibition are, Messrs. C. B. 
Drew, G. Detring, and Charles Hannen, Mr. J. L. Hammond 
acting for the latter gentleman pro tem. These gentlemen divide 
the ports between them, the first-named taking the three North- 
ern, Mr. Detring the Central, and Mr. Hammond the Southern 
ports. The Regulations state that the Exhibition will be opened 
on April 19 and closed on October 19 of the coming year, and 
that all Governments have been invited to appoint organising 
commissions for their particular countries, to whom applications 
for space, &c., must be made. Plans showing the space to be al- 
lotted will be forwarded to each commission, and these must be 
returned with details of the allotments to exhibitors not later 
than December 1, 1875. 

In the Supreme Court, on the 12th, Mr. Hayllar applied to 
the Full Court on behalf of Mr. D. Moss for a rule nisz to file 
a criminal information against Captain Hoseason for libel. He 
said a civil action would have been preferable, but unfortunately 
such a remedy would have been barren of results, the defendant 
having sought to defend the action in forma pauperis. Under 
the circumstances, Mr. Hayllar was obliged to come to Court to 
ask it to exercise its prerogative in filing a criminal information. 
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An a tarirane had been made before the magistrate for a sum- 
mons, but he refused it. The Chief Justice said, as he was at 
present advised, he was of opinion that the case of Rev. v. 
Burrows would govern this application. As to the question of 
mandamus, he believed Mr. Hayllar had a right to go before the 
magistrate with an affidavit, verifying the libel and stating that 
the man was about to leave the colony. The magistrate was then 
bound to grant a warrant and proceed to commitment. This was 
his.opinion as he was at present advised. The case would then 
come before the Attorney-General, who would then give Mr. 
Hayllar the choice of electing what course of proceeding he would 
prefer to take. After what his Lordship had said, the ary 
trate might consider that the responsibility was taken off his 
shoulders. Mr. Hayllar thanked the Chief Justice for his 
advice, and the present application was refused. 

The annual meeting of the Committee of the Diocesan Home 
was held on the 11th in the vestry of the Cathedral. The ac- 
conuts showed the Home to be in a more flourishing condition 


than at any furmer period, there being a slight balance of funds 


in hand. Thirty-five children are now on the books of the. 
Home, being ten more than at the same time last year. The 
usual sermon on behalf of the Institution will be preached on 
Easter Sunday by the Colonial Chaplain. 

A pension of $150 per month has been granted to the widow 
of Mr. Almada L. Castro, the late Clerk of the Council, for his 
faithful services of thirty-five years. 

A rifle match took place at Kowloon on the 10th, between 
eleven members of the Police Shooting Club and eleven sergeants

MANILA. . 

The Diario de Manila contains some editorial and instructive 
comments on an editorial article in the China Mail which lately 
descanted on the changes taking place in Spain, and the hopes 
entertained of some improvements in Spanish Colonial policy. 
A translation of the comments referred to follows, and is indica- 
tive of a desire for the commercial prosperity of the Philippines 
being increased and more liberally extended :— 

With a good will to which we are not accustomed, our illustrious 
contemporary of Hong Kong, the China Mail, discusses Philippine 
matters in its issue of the 15th ultimo. The new and striking revolu- 
tion in Spanish politics resulting from the accession of Alfonso XII. to 
the throne of Saint Ferdinand ; the great satisfaction with which the 
news of that event was welcomed here; the tact of the authorities ; 
the splendid future in store for this country which contains so many 
elements of prosperity ; and the expediency of affording every possible 
facility to the commercial interest that it might develop its fertilising 
action, the vehicle of all inducements to labour ; our illustrious con- 
temporary treats all these subjects from a point of view, and with 
estimates of men and things which are pleasing to those who, like us, 
assiduously apply ourselves to the study of the same subjects by a 
method adapted to system and tradition. 
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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 25th 


March ; the P. and O. mail from London, Feb. 19, arrived out on 
the 23rd March. We take the following items of intelligence from 
the Straits Times :— 


The success of the efforts of the Straits Settlements Associa- 
tion in London to induce the Colonial and Indian Secretaries of 
State to defer Sir Andrew Clarke’s departure for India until 
after the arrival of his successor, has given great satisfaction to 
all classes of the community. His earlier withdrawal might 
have been disastrous to the interests of the colony and of the 
Malay States of the Peninsula so recently taken under its pro- 
tection, in which Sir Andrew Clarke’s policy of active super- 
vision has only just been introduced. This may be averted by 
allowing him personally to give Sir William Jervois an insight 
into the difficult hereditary problems he has been at such pains 
to unravel and the action he has taken, so that the work may go 
on without interruption, which could not fail to seriously retard 
the progress of the Native States, and might imperil the success 
of the experiment that is now being made for their better go- 
vernment. 

Public attention is still directed to the late outbreak in the 
criminal prison, which has also awakened a lively interest in 
India and China, and excited much adverse comment upon our 
gaol system. His Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke has directed 
an inquiry to be made by the visiting justices into the circum- 
stances attending the outbreak, voluntecring to sit together with 
them. The composition of the Commission has, however, caused 
considerable disappointment among the community, it being 
possible that, as the visiting justices exercise a material supervi- 
sion over jthe prison, they may have been in some measure to 
blame for the outbreak. The Commission held one sitting last 
Saturday morning, and adjourned for a week. The examination of 
the prisoners who took part in the mutiny is still in progress, be- 
fore the Hon. C. B. Plunket, who is sitting as a magistrate to try 
this case. A lengthened examination of the fourteen prisoners in- 
dicted for murder by'the Coroner has resulted in their committal 
for trial at the Assizes, Two more were added to their number 
during the examination, one of whom was discharged, and the 
other will be brought up with twenty-eight others on a fresh in- 
dictment for the same charge. The three prisoners who escaped 
from gaol have not yet been retaken. It is said free pardons 
will be given to the European prisoners who rendered such ser- 
vice in quelling the mutiny. 

Steamers coming into the port from the westward are frequently 
subjected to vexations delay before obtaining pilota, who, having 
to go out in small boats, cannot board vessels at any distance 
outside New Harbour. A pre 1 is now under consideration by 
Government to obviate this difficulty by the erection of a build- 
ing on the Sultan Shoal, to serve as a pilot station. As this 
shoal is not only a good way out of New Harbour, but is close 
to the route of steamers coming into or leaving, it is a most con- 
venient locality for the purpose; and as the cost will be but 
small, while the benefit to accrue will be great, the proposal 
should meet with little or no opposition. 

H.M.S. Charybdis, Capt. Smith, for some time the Senior 
Naval Officer’s ship on this station, left on the 18th for Labuan 
and China, and will shortly be followed by H.M.S. Hurt. H.M.S. 
Adventure arrived yesterday afternoon from Yokohama and 
Hong Kong, having on board the battalion of Royal Marines 
hitherto stationed at Yokohama, but now permanently with- 
drawn. She proceeds to Galle, and thence to Natal.

The arrivals of steamers va the Suez Canal have been the 
Cawdor Castle on the 15th, and Conquest on the 18th, from 
London ; the Olympia, on the 21st, from Hamburg; the Fen, 
on the 24th, from Antwerp; and the Gordon Castle, from Lon- 
don. The departures homeward have been the Hector, on the 
13th, for London, and the Buena Ventura, on the 17th, for 
Liverpool, va Cadiz and Barcelona. 

The Eastern and Australian steamer Brisbane arrived on 18th 
inst., forty-six hours from Batavia, the quickest run from that 
port on record. 

Lieutenant Huntley, of the 1-10th Regiment, has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Superintendent of Police at Penang, and is at 
present acquainting himself with police duties in the Singapore 
police-office previous to taking up his appointment. 

The sudden and unexpected death of Ah Hood, one of our 
largest gambier and pepper contractors, will be sensibly felt by 
our merchants here. It is due to Ah Hood’s memory to say 
that, though keen in business, he was a man whose word could 
always be relied upon. Ah Hood leaves considerable wealth be- 
hind him. 

We understand that the Hon. Mr. Braddell, Acting Colonial 
Secretary, will shortly go home on leave of absence. The duties 
of his office will very probably devolve upon the Hon. C. J. 
Irving, Auditor-General, who has taken passage in the steamer 
Tartar, leaving London about the 15th instant. 


THE WAR IN ATCHIN. 

The following from Atchin is taken from the Batavia Han- 
delsblad :— 

News from Atchin is somewhat unfavourable as _ to the state 
of health. The military and civil commander has telegraphed 
from there as follows, under date of the 5th March :— 27th Feb- 
ruary, the Netherlands flag has been hoisted at Klumpang Dua 
(North Coast) and the Princes there have been sworn in. State 
of health very unfavourable. Cholera has carried off many 
victims. On the other hand, it repeatedly appears from the 
official reports which General Pel sends to the Government that 
the enemy are becoming more and more demoralised. Sometimes 
we capture four forts with the loss of only one or two men, and on 
another occasion a starving Atchinese woman falls into our hands. 
On the 4th Feb. a column marched out under the command of 
Major Romswinkel to capture and occupy a hill named Lampret, 
held by the enemy, and lying in the Sawah between Langkruk 
and Lembu on our line of outposts, Through a well-executed 
manceuvre this operation was completely successful ; the enemy 
hastily took to flight, and the hill, on which were four forts and 
several houses, was taken ; the engineer workmen immediately 
arrived with materials and began constructing a fortification 
whereby our Eastern line will become stronger, and the enemy 
will be prevented, if not wholly at least in a great measure, from 
reaping their paddy on this sawah as far as Penang [a village 
near Kotta Rajah]. 

We obtained this success with trifling loss. A native soldier 
was struck by a spent ball, and a coolie was slightly wounded. 
How very little must be the energy left to the enemy when they 
allow such victories to be obtained! In the Jarasche Courant 
of the 5th March General Pel reports as follows:—In the 
enemy’s camp a letter has been received from Pulu Penang, in 
which it is stated that in every engagement we suffer heavy losses, 
and that no more soldiers can be sent from Batyvia. The enemy 
will therefore again carry on the war with vigour during the ap- 
proaching month of Muharam (7th Feb.—9th March). It is very 

enerally known that the Atchinese leaders of the war party 
ve their agents at Pulu Penang, and it now appears, from a re- 
pore of Major-General Pel, that these agents cause translations to 
made from newspapers which contain intelligence regarding 
how matters stand with us, our losses, &., and forward these 
translations to the Atchinese. In the meantime the Government 
is not inactive as to Atchin. Lately an ice machine was sent 
there, along with a skilled mechanic, whereby the appliances of 
the medical service for combating disease will be considerably 
increased ; the intendance department is busy devising and ob- 
taining all manner of articles of food, above all from the point of 
view of a desirable variety. We understand that wooden bar- 
racks will also be sent, which will be so arranged that the plank 
flooring of these buildings will be several feet above the ground. 
The injurious exhalations rising out of the ground will now be 
carried away by the wind, and the chances of ming ill owing 
to moisture will be diminished.

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interests of the country keep on their silent course, and we grow 
our coffee, cocoanuts, cocoa, cinchona, cinnamon, and _ citronella, 
without let or hindrance, while the bowels of the earth yield 
up their gems and plumbago, the lagoons their salt, and the sea 
its pearls in their season. But our aims are higher, broader, 
more sea and land epcompassing. We want a harbour that 
shall dwindle into insigniticance all the harbours of the East—a 
haibowr capable of sheltering the mercantile marine of the 
world—all vessels that trade from west to east and vice versa, 
anid ail the British navy besides. We have water for the pur- 
pose within sheltered headlands, and we have begun to wall it 
in. Wecan get the money, and we have commenced to spend 
it. When that great work is completed our little island will 
tae no second rank as a British colony, as the stream of traffic 
this will draw from all points of the compass will immensely 
enhance her geographical as well as commercial importance. 
The works have now been fairly commenced, and what with 
aes as well as daily labour ra progress is being made. 
Vith regard to prison Jabour this breakwater has developed its 
value to an extent hitherto unknown. Formerly prisoners were 
employed teasing oakum or coir yarn, a non-paying business, or, 
what was worse, sweeping the streets. Now we can have the 
pleasure of seeing two or three thousand of those strong robust 
ruffiaus working at a healthy and a paying business. Indeed, 
8) satisfactory has their work at this new employment proved 
that we have the head engineer recommending that they get one 
hour’s extra work daily, as they are getting toofat. Never were 
our prisoners before worked in a way so wholesome for them and 
profitable to the public. 

Of cur principal staple, coffee, all we can say is that faith in 
it does not decline, if we may judge from the continued demand 
for forest land, at whatever elevation, the fancy prices now being 
paid for estates in the favoured districts, and some recent leases, 
Crops of the coming year promise to be fair, although for the 
past two seasons tley have not been large. The ravages of that 
pest—the leaf disease—kas done much mischief among the plan- 
tations ; so also has grub. Of the former evil, all Eastern coffee- 
growing countries seems to have had a visitation. Strange to 
say, however, in Brazil, that queen of coffee countries, the blight 
is not known. India has for the last seven years threatened 
Ceylon with a deadly rivalry in the art or business of cotfee pro 
duction, and its utmost southern point, Travancore, has drawn 
away a good many of the sons of Ceylon by holding out the 
temptation of cheap land and cheap labour. All of a sudden, 
however, the price of land has been run up to nearly the equiva- 
lent of prices in Ceylon, and sales for the present are stopped ; 
while the security of laud in a native Rajah’s territory is not 
considered so good as in a British Crown Colony like Ceylon. 
Here, too, we buy the land out and out; there it is subject to an 
annual tax, as well as a tax upon shipments. Not a few who 
went over there a few years ago, however, when land could be 
bought at 2s. an acre, have amassed fortunes. At the last sales 
the upset price was ten rupees, or 208. an acre, and some of it 
was run up to £8. The Government have since stopped 
further sales till they shall have measured off what has 
already been sold. The practice there appears to be:— 
An applicant selects a piece of land, and asks it to be 
put up for sale. He wants, we shall say, 200 acres; but the 

lock he has fixed upon may be 100 or 1,000, or any quantity 
between. If on a survey being made there be enough or more 
than his quantity, it is cut off for him. If less he takes what 
there is. Here in Ceylon the practice is very different. 
Government sends a surveyor to cut up into suitable allot- 
ments a certain block of land; it is divided into lots of 100, 
150, 200, 300, or 400 acres, as the case may be; it is 
then advertised for sale in such lots on a certain day, is put up 
at the upset price of £1 per acre, and is knocked down to the 
highest bidder, Late sales have gone up to £10, £12, and £15 
Pe acre, and at these prices, such is the confidence in coffee 

ere, and in the tenure of land under a settled Government, 
with a vetway of roads second to nothing in the world—with 
railways graduuly extending, and with a convenient labour 
market—that there are eager buyers as fast as the land can be 
cut up by the surveyors. In fact, the complaint has lately been 
that the Surveyor-general’s department has not been able to 
pale forward land in nearly sufficient quantity to meet the de- 
mand. 

Those who cannot afford to wait, however, till the force of Go- 
vernment surveyors is augmented, as is promised soon, may find 
very good and very paying investments among land in the old 
districts in the hands of private individuals. Such properties, 
both cultivated and uncultivated, are always procurable at a 
figure considerably under that paid for land in the new districts, 
while in many cases the facilities for procuring labour for trans- 
port and mauuring are very much greater.

Velvete 
in fair inquiry. Yarns: 16-24 fairly saleable ; 28-32 less inquired for. 
Woollens : Transactions had been very inconsiderable at rates which, 
except for Mousselines, exhibited no improvement. The demand for 
the latter had to a large extent subsided, but suitable assortments were 
saleable at a slight margin over cost price. The market for the ordi- 
nary season's business may now be said to have closed. 

TienTs1n.—The first steamer returned to Shanghai from Tientsin on 
the 8th March. There was good inquiry at that port for 7 lb. T-Cloths. 
of the value of Tis. 1.3.0 to 1.4.0 per piece, but the market was not. 
fairly opened for the season. Prices quoted about on a par with 
Shanghai rates. 

CHEFOo.— Messrs, Wilson, Cornabe and Co.'s Circular says :—During 
the past month there has been very little business done, but now that. 
the Chinese New Year holidays are over we may confidently look for & 
reaction. Cotton Goods, Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths are not at the- 
moment in any demand, but we look for some inquiry soon. White. 
Shirtings of common quality, 64 reed, have been sold at Tls. 1.86 per 
piece, but limited stocks have restricted business. English Drills are 
now being asked for, and from Tls. 2.35 to 2.40 per piece would be 
paid for average quality 10 lb. goods. Fancy Cottons were wanted 
just before the Chinese New Year, but at this moment there is no de- 
mand. Metals: In Jron no business has been done since the Chinese 
New Year ; last sale of NailRods, Staffordshire, was made at Tls. 2.80 per 
picul, For Lead we have some little inquiry, but dealers do not seem 
inclined to pay anything like the equivalent of Shanghai values. 

NEWCHWaNG.— Messrs. Bush Brothers Circular says :—There has beer 
little doing of late, owing to the New Year holidays. Business, how- 
ever, was reviving, and some sales of imports were reported. 

Hankow.—There had been a dull market ; Grey Shirtings alone had 
been dealt in to any extent, and in these business was much below the- 
average of former years. 

CHINKIANG.—Messrs. Spencer and Wolff report :—Although a fairly 
active business has been transacted in Cotton Goods, sales have not. 
been on so large a scale as was anticipated, many of the most impor— 
tant dealers not having yet arrived from the country.

Hatal and Military. 


The Admiralty has granted permission to Commander Charles 
Jones, R.N., to accept the post of Director of the Japanese 
Naval College, which has been offered to him by the Govern- 
ment of Japan. The appointment of Commander Jones is con- 
sequent upon the resignation of Commander Douglas, who has 
expressed a wish to return to England and seek for active ser- 
vice afloat, having succeeded in providing Japan with a naval 
school of some merit. Commander Jones was one of those 
officers who closed with the offer of the Admiralty, as held out 
in the temporary amended scheme of retirement, and, as a 
lieutenant of eight years’ standing, accepted a pension and a 
step in rank ; and now, though shelved by and with the consent 
- of the late Government, he proves himself fully competent to 
become the head of a naval establishment abroad. 


A committee of old pupils of the Royal Naval School, New 
C has been formed for the purpose of raising a tablet in the 
school chapel to the memory of their old school-fellow, the late 
Lieutenant Digby Henry Dent, R.M.L.I., who was killed in the 
mutinygat Singapore Prison, whilst gallantly trying to save the 
life of one of the warders.

Only one of the latter is given 
yearly, and the recipient must have won it by “ the most distinguished 
act of gallantry in saving life” of which the committee has become 
cognizant during the past year. The gallant act for which the two 
medals were awarded was this :—Lieut. de Hoghton was on board 
the yacht Dart, on the night of the 10th of September, 1874, when, on 
entering Lowestoff Harbour, one of the crew fell overboard. Lieut. 
de Hoghton jumped into the sea and rescued him at imminent risk to 
his own life, for the man was unable to swim, the tide running very 
strong, and the night unusually dark.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

(April 22nd.) Mr. Warr asked the First Lord of the Treasury if his at- 
tention had been called to a telegram in The Times newspaper of the 8th 
inst., to the effect that Mr. Wade, Her Majesty's Minister a; Peking, 
had made application to the Chinese Government for an investigation 
into the deplorable massacre at Manwyne of Mr. Margary and his ser- 
vants ; whether such telegram was correct in its information; and 
whether the Government had received from Mr. Wade himself the re- 
sult of his appeal.—Mr. Disrak.i said that the telegram in The Times 
quoted by his hon. friend respecting the unfortunate events attending 
the death of Mr. Margary was of the 10th inst., not of the 8th, as 
quoted by his hon. friend. Mr. Wade had been instructed by telegraph 
to ask the Chinese Government to make a strict investigation into all 
the circumstances of this unfortunate case. Mr. Wade had communi- 
cated with the Government by telegraph that he had made certain de- 
mands of the Chinese Government ; and the English Government had 
reason to believe that those demands had been acceded to; but in the 
absence of details he (Mr. Disraeli) thought it would be better for the 
public interests that he should not at present enter into any further 
statement. ; 

In reply to Mr. Serjeant Simon, the Unper Secretary for Inp1a said 
he did not think that all the memorials, resolutions, and letters dated 
after the 17th of February, 1873, from Chambers of Commerce and 
Commercial and Shipping Associations, relating to the completion of 
the survey of the direct land route from Rangoon to Kiang-Hung were 
worth printing ; but if the hon. and learned member would select any 
that were essential for his purpose they should be laid befure the 
House, together with other papers on the subject. 

A question was addressed by Mr. BrockLenourst, M.P. for Maccles- 
field, to the Under Secretary for India, whether information has been re- 
ceived to the effect that the King of Birma has refused to grant to the 
Resident at Mandalay a body guard of 100 soldiera for the protection 
of British subjects at Mandalay ; and in the event of the present nego- 
tiations with tho King resulting in hostilities, if it is the intention of 
the Government to take such measures as may be necessary for the 
protection of the lives and property of British subjects in that city. — 

Lord G. HAMILTON said no intimation had been received at the India- 
office to the effect that the King of Burmah had refused to grant to 
the Resident at Mandalay a body guard of 100 soldiers for the protec- 
tion of British subjects at Mandalay. It was more than probable that 
the present negotiations with the King of Burmah would result in a 
friendly settlement of the differences which had arisen between him 
and the Indian Government. Should they terminate otherwise, the 
Government of India would be prepared to act according to the cir- 
cumstances in which they might find themselves placed. 





Mr. Hanpury will this evening ask the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs if is true, as stated in a telegrain in the Daily News of 


the 22nd inst., that “the Chinese Government have appointed a person 
of inferior position as Commissioner to investigate” the circumstances 
connected with the murder of Mr. Margary. And when the despatches 
of her Majesty's Minister at Peking, in reference to this subject, are 
expected, and whether he will take an early opportunity of laying them 
on the table of the House. 


Mr. FREDERICK Strona, K.H.—We regret to record the death of Mr. 
Strong at Hamburg, on the 18th inst. Mr. Strong was for many years 
connected with the press in Hamburg, and for sixteen years has most 
satisfactorily discharged the duty of correspondent of the London and 
China Telegraph. During a residence at Athens he acted as Consul 
for Hanover and Bavaria. 


Ir is reported that Mr.T. A. Mitchell, the late member for Bridport 
has bequeathed the residue of all his large fortune, which has just been 
proved under £240,000, to the Metropolitan Board of Works.

THE WESTERN CHINA EXPEDITION. 
The Times correspondent writes as follows, under date Rangoon, 
March 20 :— 
Yesterday I telegraphed the news of the return of the Western 
China Expedition, under Colonel Horace Brown. They had been 
anxiously exrected, and as soon as the steamer Yunan, in which they 
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ordera Burman civil officer, with 100 armed peasants, accompanied 
the party from Bhamo—a mountain range about forty-five 
miles broad, and which running nearly north and south divides the 
Bhamo District fron the higher valleys on the eastern frontier of 
China. ‘This tract is sparsely inhabited by Ching-paws, more generally 
known by their Burmese appellation of Kakhyens—a collection of 
tribes who may be said to exist upon the tlack mail they extort or 
the plunder they derive from the caravans which pass between Bhamo 
in Upper Burmah and the Chinese Provinces of Yunan, The senti- 
ments of these savages with regard to the only foreign nation who are 
known to them may be judged from the saying which is current among 
them, “‘ That a Burman when caught is enough to live on for a week ; 
a Chinaman will support them for a month ; but a ‘kalla,’ or English- 
man, is enough to keep them for a whole year.” This favourable im- 
pression with regard to the English has been induced by the success 
they met with in squeezing the Expedition which visited these hills in 
1868. They are formidable neither by their numbers nor their courage, 
and owe their existence simply to the accident of their hills being 
situated between two such powers as Upper Burmah and China. 

T'o assist the passage of the English Mission through these hills a 
large amount of black mail was paid to the several chiefs, and presents 
of considerable value were promised to them on the safe arrival of the 
Mission in Chinese territory. Had the Kakhyens been left to them- 
selves, these inducements and the awe inspired by the guard of fifteen 
stalwart Sikhs armed with Sniders would probably have procured the 
Mission a safe passage through the hills. But some as yet unexplained 
cause has raised against us nut only the Chinese of Teng-ye-chew 
(Momein) and Manwyne, but also certain members of these tribes 
located in Chinese territory, and so effectively that the Mission has to 
bewail the death of Mr. Margary and seven faithful Chinese, together 
with the total frustration of the objects for which it started. These 
hills were entered on February 17, and on the 18th some vague ru- 
mours were heard to the effect that the party would be opposed near 
Manwyne, on the Chinese frontier, by a large band of Chinese, sup- 
posed to be Dacoits. Mr. Margary, who had only a month be- 
fore been cordially welcomed by the Chinese officials on this very 
route, and who had been informed by them that they would make all 
the preparations necessary to receive and welcome the Mission, went 
forward to Manwyne to ascertain the truth of these rumours. It is a 
singular coincidence that while the Mission had been so long delayed 
by the officials of the King of Burmah an Embassy, bearing tribute 
from his Majesty of Burmah to the Emperor of China, had started from 
Bhamo, and passed through Teng-ye-chew (called by the Burmese Mo- 
mien). Margary left Teng-ye-chew on his way to meet the expedition, 
having been cordially received by the officials there. This Burmese 
Embassy arrives at Momien afterwards, and when Margary returns with 
the Mission he finds the officials subordinate to the Teng-ye-chew Go- 
vernor suddenly changed from friendship to enmity, and he is killed in 
Manwyne by the very men by whom but a month before he had been 
treated with somuch kindness. Before reaching Manwyne he sent back 
word that the road was quite clear, and that the party might safely ad- 
vance. On the 21st they accordingly proceeded to Maroo, about fifteen 
miles from Manwyne, which place they expected to reach on the following 
day. On the morning of the 22nd they awoke to find themselves 
almost surrounded by a hostile force of Chinese and Kakhyens, the 
strength of which was variously estimated at from 500 to 500 men. 
This proved to be the advance guard of between 3,000 and 4,000 men, 
whom the Governor of Teng-ye-chew is reported to have sent down 
with orders to annihilate the whole party. Intelligence was received 
at the same time that Margary had been murdered, with his Chinese, 
by this force the evening before. Manwyne is a smal] Shan Chinese 
town, and the Shan inhabitants were favourably disposed towards the 
British. The direct responsibility for the attack rests upon the 
Chinese Imperial officials at Teng-ye-chew. During the whole of the day 
the little party were hotly engaged with an immensely superior force of 
the enemy, who had got to their rear and cut off their retreat by throw- 
ing earthworks across the only road leading to the camp. The camp, 
which was at a heightof about 4,700ft. above the sea, was surrounded by 
hills covered with long grassand trees. Not expecting an attack, no great 
attention had been paid to the defensibility of the position. Luckily, 
our Government had insisted on the Mission being accompanied by a 
small party of Sikhs, notwithstanding the objections which had been 
raised by the Burmese Government. Only the presence of this guard 
saved the entire party from certain destruction. For some time the

on board eager to learn the circumstances which caused their return. 
This Mission, which left us last December, with such apparently fair 
prospects of traversing China from east to west, and then of returning 
vit Shanghai, has come back in consequence of the attack made on it 
by a large body of Chinese troops under Chinese officers, and aided by 
certain Kakhyen chiefs, on the frontier of China. They have further 
to regret the lozs, by murder, of Mr. Margary, a distinguished member 
of Her Majesty’s Consulate, as well as seven Chinese subordinate 
members and followers of the Mission. The Mission in its progress 
through the territory belonging to the King of Burmah was received 
with the greatest politeness. But that is no indication of the real 
feelings of the King or his advisers, and the general impression is that 
there is nothing short of an actual invasion he dreads more than the 
extension of British influence or trade beyond his capital in the 
direction of China, This feeling of his was suspected, but it was be- 
lieved that his respect for British power would act as an efficient 
counterpoise and prevent any plotting against the success of the ex- 
pedition. Onthe 16th of February the party left Tse-kaw, the last 
village in Burmah territory which borders on the Kakhyen Hills. It 
consisted of Colonel Browne ; Dr. J. Anderson, who had accompanied 
the former expedition as scientific officer; Mr. F. Forde, who com- 
manded the Sikhs, who numbered fifteen and not fifty, as I stated in 
a foriner letter: Mr. Margary, who had traversed China from east to 
West ‘a feat never before accomplished by any Englishman), and Mr, 
C. Allen, interpreter, in the Chinese Consular service. By the King’s 
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but the distance —200 to 300 yards—was too great for their inferior 
weapons to do much damage, and consequently there were only three 
men wounded on our side. At length some of the boldest of the enemy 
determined to risk a charge. Issuing from their cover they advanced 
into the open with shouts of defiance, calling out the names of their 
commander, and exhorting the Burmans who were present to desert the 
English. The effect of fifteen Snider rifles, however, playing upon 
them in the open, astonished them, and after a few dischargea they 
took shelter in the hills, whence they kept up a constant fire. Some 
friendly Kakhyens managed to set fire to the grass jungle in which 
they were concealed. This created a diversion, and after some hours’ 
fighting they retired towards Manyne. Our party then retreated into 
Burmese territory. The exact loss to the eneny is not known, but 
seven dead bodies were seen by our men, and the total killed on their 
side is said to be about twenty and a large number wounded. 

At this present moment suspicion points to the machination of the 
Court of Burmah as the cause of the sudden change in the behaviour 
of the tribes and Chinese—a change not otherwise to be accounted for. 
Still, it would be premsture to throw the whole burden of responsi- 
bility on the shoulders of the King of Burmah at present, and some 
satisfactory solution may be hoped for from the Government at 
Peking.

No natural difficulties arise upon the journey up the Irrawaddy as 

far as Bhamo, and the Burmese Government displayed, it is said, the 
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test courtesy towards the exploring party. Nor did any unpleasant 

incident occur until the Expedition had got beyond Burmese territory. 

Thence, we are told, “ by the King’s order a Burman civil officer, with 

100 armed peasants, accompanied the party from Bhamo—a mountain 

range about forty-five miles broad, and which, running nearly North 
and South, divides the Bhamo District from the higher valleys on the 
Eastern frontier of China.” Colonel Browne, who was in command of 
the Expedition, was accompanied by three other British officers besides 
Mr. Margary—.Dr. Anderson, Mr. Forde, and Mr. Allen. In no sense, 
however, could the Expedition be regarded as aggressive in its character. 

The Government at Peking had granted safe conducts of the amplest 
kind, and Mr. Margary, on his journey westward from Shanghai, had 
made the acquaintance and, as he hoped, acquired the friendship of the 
Chinese Generals in Yunnan, especially of Lee-see Jabee, the Governor of 
Nang-tin. It was known, moreover, that beyond Bhamo the hills were 
peopled by clans of lawless highlanders, owning allegiance neither to 
Burmah nor to China, who were likely to attack any travellers they 
might suppose to possess booty. Colonel Browne’s party were pro- 
vided, however, in a double sense against any such attack ; a body- 
guard armed with Sniders was supposed to be enough to protect the Mis- 
sion against any attempt merely to obtain plunder, and any more elabo- 
rately organised extortion had been obviated, it was hoped, by large pay- 
ments in the form of black-mail bestowed upon the Kakhbyens who in- 
fest the borders of the Burmese and Chinese Empires. About the 
middle of February last the Expedition entered this debatable land, 
and made for Manwyne, on the Chinese frontier. A rumour met them 
that they would be encountered by a hostile force of Chinese, but it 
was not believed. Mr. Margary, on his way from Shanghai a few weeks 
-earlier, had received a very courteous welcome fromthe Chinese authorities 
at Manwyne, and he was unwilling to credit the report of an unfavourable 
change in their dispositions. He volunteered to go forward tu Manwyneto 
disprove the discouraging rumours and clear the way for the progress of 
the Mission. He seems at first to have been received with the same 
friendliness that had encouraged him upon his Westward journey ; he 
-sent back word to Colonel Browne that “the road was quite clear, and 
that the party might safely advance.” This re-assuring intelligence 
enticed them onwards within fifteen miles of Manwyne, when they sud- 
denly found themselves attacked bya large body of armed and ap- 
parently disciplined men. They wereinformed that Mr. Margary and 
dis faithful Chinese followers had been massacred at Manwyne, and they 
were in imminent danger of meeting the same fate themselves. The 
assailants proved to be nothing less than asmall army of Chinese and 
‘hill-men, bent, as it seemed, on cutting off the expedition altogether. 
The people of Manwyne and the neighbouring country, belonging to 
the Shan tribes, are not believed to be hostile to Englishmen 
and British commerce, and it is argued that the whole respon- 
sibility for the attack on the Mission must rest with the Chinese Im- 
perial officers. But when we consider that Mr. Margary's confident 
calculations, unfortunately, proved to be erroneous, we may be ex- 
cused for questioning the soundness of the assumption that all the 
Shans who spoke our envoys fair were really friendly. At any rate, 
the attack was as unexpected as it was violent. The retreat of the ex- 
yploring party to their camp in the hills was cut off by a body of some 
3,000 or 4,000 men, and a sharp conflict ensued, in which the fifteen 
Sikhs with their Sniders “did wonders” in a more creclitable sense 
than the Chassepots that were used at Mentana. Ultimately the as- 
sailants were beaten off and the Mission retreated without serious loss 
into Burmese territory. 

An opinion prevails in India that the Burmese Government acted 
with bad faith, and this suspicion is very freely mooted. It does not seem 
fair, however, to denounce treachery upon such imperfect evidence as 
is at present forthcoming, and it is unwise to attribute evil motives. 
The direct action of the Burmese Government has been entirely un- 
objectionable, and itis only by a somewhat dubious process of inference 
that we can fix responsibility upon the authorities at Mandalay. No 
doubt the circumstances are suspicious. The writer of the letter from 

oon which we published yesterday says :—“ It is a singular coin- 
cidence that while the Mission had been so long delayed by the 
officials of the King of Burmah, an Embassy bearing tribute from 
his Majesty of Burmah to the Emperor of China had started 
from Bhamo, and passed through Teng-ye-chew (called by the 
Burmese Momien). Margary left Teng-ye-chew on his way to meet 
the Expedition, having been cordially received by the officials there. 
‘This Burmese Embassy arrives at Momien afterwards, and when Mar- 
gary returns with the Mission he finds the officials subordinate to the 
‘Ten-ye-chew Governor suddenly changed from friendship to enmity, 
-and he is killed in Manyne by the very men by whom but a month be- 
fore he had been treated with so much kindness.” Whatever may 
thave been the malevolent instigations of these Burmese officials, it was, 
however, on Chinese territory that the attack was made, and it seems 
to us that it is to the Chinese Government we must address our cen- 
:-sures and our demands for reparation. If in so doing we should suc- 
ceed in clearing the path of an overland trade-route to China, we 
should accomplish the object for which Mr. Margary laid down his life. 

A correspondent of the Daily News, whose letter is dated Rangoon, 
20th ult., writes as follows :—I have some stirring adventures to tell. 
‘We took our departure from Tsekaw on the 16th of February. After 
@ deal of bother we got away at 4 p.m, and reached a village called 
‘Taekit, at the base jof the hills. The next day a march of fifteen 
miles through some grand tree-jungle, and upan ascent as steep as the 
‘side of a house, brought us to the fourth Burman guard-house, which 
was prettily situated in a hollow in the hills by the side of a 
little brook. Here word was brought to the Tsaredowzyee, or 
Burman official in charge of us, that the Chinese were preparing 
to oppose us at Manwyne. We did not believe very much of it, but 
it was finaHy decided that Margary, having been over the road be- 
fore, should go on ahead as far as Mangyne, if possible, but that if 
there was any difficulty he was to turn back at once. On the 18th we 
all marched to the fifth and last guard-house, which lay in the loveliest 
valley I have seen since Lauterbrunnen. Nambpoung, a clear moun- 
tain stream, ran through it, seperating Burmah and China at this point. 
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On the 19th, Margary, accompanied hy five Chinese servants, left us ; 
and on the evening of the sams day we heard from him that the 

road to Manwyne was perfectly clear, and that the Kakhyengs 

were laughing at the timidity of the Burmans. So on the 20th, 

at about noon, we entered China, and toiled up 5,500ft., and en- 
camped in the open on a plateau, which was afterwards our battle-field. 

The next day we got away pretty early, at least the European portion 
of our party did, leaving the Burmans to follow with our luggage. On 

reaching Tsarai we went to see the Tsawbwa, or village chief. He told 
us that Margary had come safely through, and offered to take a note to 
him that afternoon, if we did not go on. He further volunteered to 
convey us and our baggage through himself, if the Burmese were 
afraid todo so. The colonel at last decided to go back, and bring up 
our luggage ourselves, as there seemed to be no chance that the Bur- 
mans would move. All this time our Sikh guard was drawn up out- 
side the house in which we were talking, and there is but little 
doubt now that had it not been fur them we should all have been mas- 
sacred, for the house was full of Chinese, as we afterwards discovered. 
We returned to our camp in safety, and that evening we saw some men 
carefully reconnoitring us from the hill above us. The next day (Feb. 22) 
at about 8 aA.M.a scout came in to say that Margary and his men were all 
murdered, and that the Chinese, with the Tsarai and Poontsee clans, were 
close by to attack us. The acout bad hardly done speaking when the 
attack began. The enemy came along the ridge from the north, and 
coming down the southern spur came out on the level part of the road, 
and let drive at us. Our fifteen Sikhs were posted behind a natural 
breastwork of rock, and received the fellows with a steady fire, which 
soon stopped their gestures of defiance, and made them dodge behind 
rocks aud trees, and even this soon became too hot for them, and they 
stampeded into the jungle. The road became a narrow defile, and as 
they got into it we gave them a vulley which did good execution. 
They bad to leave a corpse at the mouth of this, and our Burmans 
rushed out and cut off the head and brought it in, and after performing 
a war dance round it, hung it on a tree in our camp. It was un- 
doubtedly a Chinese head. From this time till 4 p.m. we continued 
firing at each other as best we could. One of the Burmans and one 
of the Indian servants were wounded on our side, and on theirs twenty 
were killed and many more wounded. While the fight was going on 
a friendly Kakhyeng chief came up and told the Colonel that the 
Tsarai Tsawbiva had offered him 500 rupees to join them. The 
Colonel raised his bid to 10,000 if he would bring the luggage 
in, and paid him 1,000 down, so the chief set his men to work 
to burn the jungle, and, the wind being favourable, the Chinese were 
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svon completely routed. As they bolted we shot afew more. We 
then got the mules together and retreated safely to Namhpoung. The 


next day a letter was brought to the Tsareedawgyee from the King of 
Burmah’s agent at Manwyne saying that 3,000 Chinese were after us, 
with orders not to leave a single man of the mission alive, and advising 
him to leave us to our fate. It was also said that the Chinese were 
following us up, and that the Kakhyengs were to cut us off at the 
fourth guard-house. We had to leave all our luggage, and make the 
best of our way by a different road. We reached ‘T'sekaw safely after 
a forced. march of twenty-two miles, and in a few days our luggage, to 
our joy and surprise, was brought in, with only a few things missing, 
among which were the colonel’s uniform and my great coat and um- 
brella. It appears that Margary reached Manwyne in sufety on the 
evening of the 19th, and that every one in the place was on good terms 
with him. On the 2]st, in the evening, some Chinese offered to show 
him the hot springs in the neighbourhvod, and as he was mounting his 
pony to go with them they cut him down from behind, and then killed 
four out of his five servants, only one getting away. After this they 
stuck the heads on the wall of the city. 

The Globe says :—For poor Mr. Margary's death there will be a pro- 
found feeling of regret in all circles. He was the first European who 
had successfully accomplished the overland journey from China to 
India. The remembrance of the friendly reception he had met with 
at the same village on his first journey made him too sanguine of being 
able to overcome the opposition shown to the mission under Colone 
Brown. He volunteered to go forward and explain to the chiefs the 
pacific nature of the expedition. The mission being in perplexity, 
availed themselves of the offer, and he was treacherously murdered in 
doing so. There appear to be grave reasons for believing that, as in 
the case of the expedition under Captain Sladen, the King of Burmah 
has been a prime mover in the opposition shown to the expedition. 
The evidence obtained on the former occasion placed the fact beyond a 
doubt, and, but for the friendly assistance then rendered by the 
Panthays, the whole party would have been murdered. Those Pan- 
thays we have since allowed the Chinese to exterminate, under the 
mistaken impression that the extension of Chinese authority over 
that part of the country would secure to us by peaceful means 
the opening of the long-wished-for route. We now find to our 
cost that we have sacrificed the goose that offered us golden 
eggs, and that the Chinese are determined to obstruct the cpen- 
ing of a trade which would help to destroy the monopoly they now 
possess in Central Asia, and they find a willing and active ally in 
the King of Burmah. The reason assigned to the Panthays for not recog- 
nising them was, that as they had been established for only twenty 
years, we were bound to look upon them still as rebels to the Cninese 
Government. We have, however, since found it desirable to acknow- 
ledge the people of Eastern Turkestan, who have thrown off their alle- 
giance to China only within the last seventeen years. To the Panthays 
this change in our policy must appear strange. However, having made 
the opening of this route the first point to be considered, we should en- 
deavour to remain at least consistent in thatdetormination. Buth the 
King of Burmah and the Chinese authorities professed themselycs 
friendly to the present expedition before it started. Chinese and Hill- 
men have since openly opposed it, while on the side of Burmah secret 
influences are alleged to have been unsparingly used to hinder and ob- 
struct the mission since it started. The situation is rather a perplexing 
one, but, if we wish to retain our moral supremacy in that part of Asia, 
there can be little difference of opinion a3 tu the right course to pursue.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND 
BOURING MALAY STATES. 

WE have more than once brought to the notice of our 
readers the new relations which are being established 
between the British Government in the Straits of Malacca 
and the Native States of the Malay Peninsula, under the 
policy so recently introduced by Sir ANDREW CLARKE, the 
present Governor of the Straits Settlements. When we 
consider our long-standing connection with these States, and 
the immediate vicinity of our Settlements of Singapore and 
Penang—both of which came into our possession through 
treaties with native rulers of the Peninsula, while Malacca 
actually forms part of it—it seemssurprising that no political 
arrangements should ever have been attempted, not to say 
catried out, to bring about the adoption of a system cal- 
culated to put a stop to the confusion and anarchy which 
have been of such frequent occurrence among them, to the 
detriment of every interest concerned, and to the absolute 
hindrance of all improvement. The consequence has 
been that the Malay Peninsula remains pretty much the 
desert we found it nearly a century ago, when Penang iirst 
became a British possession. It is no doubt true that the 
Straits Government has asserted a claim to the exercise of a 
certain right of interference in respect of these States, and 
has made its voice heard, and its arm felt, in its intercourse 
with them ; at one time, by a remonstrance or a threat, at 
another, by shot and shell. But, unfortunately, it never 
stepped beyond the immediate call of the hour, or sought 
the establishment of any system framed to secure a regu- 
lated and permanent influence over the native rajahs, or 
to promote interests from which either the inhabitants or 
its own subjects could derive advantage. Things, to all 
appearance, might have gone on precisely on the same un- 
toward and barren footing, had not recent disturbances in 
some of the Malay States, on the Western Coast of the 
Peninsula, and in the immediate vicinity of his own Go- 
vernment, brought Sir ANDREW CLARKE on the scene, 
not many months after his accession to the Government 
of the Straits Settlements. The authorities of the States 
in question were, or professed themselves to be, thankful 
for his intervention, and ready to accept his assistance in 
quelling the disturbances and restoring order. But Sir 
ANDREW CLARKE'S objects were, not merely that order 
should be restored, but that it should be preserved ; and 
he adopted, as the basis of his further proceedings, the ac- 
ceptance by the Native Chiefs of arrangements tending to 
secure tranquillity for the future. They were accordingly 
required to pledge themselves to the reception of British 
Residents to aid them in conducting the administration 
of their respective Governments, and they have complied 
with the demand. This policy has met the approval of 
Lord CARNARVON, while it is cordially supported by the 
Straits communities ; and we observe with satisfaction that 
practical effect has already been given to it by the appoint- 

ment of Residents for the States of Perak and Salangore. 
That the system thus introduced is fraught with highly 
important consequences to the States of the Malay Penin 
sular seems to be admitted on all hands. Much will, of 
course, depend upon the spirit in which it may be followed 
out, and on the management brought to bear upon the na- 
tive authorities by the officers accredited to them. There 
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can be little doubt that the duties devolving upon these 
officers will be of a somewhat delicate and difficult nature, 
They will have to check and control, as well as to advise 
and to guide ; and the Malay Rajahs, though not over sen- 
sitive, are sometimes sufficiently proud and exacting, and 
generally suspicious at first. They are, however, manly in 
spirit, and exceedingly well-disposed towards the English, 
and no men are more easy to deal with when once you have 
won their confidence. Such is the character generally con- 
ceded to them by those having the best opportunities to 
judge. We conclude that every Resident or other political 
agent accredited to a Native Chief, along with his subor- 
dinates, will be strictly debarred from engaging in trade, 
mining operations, or any commercial undertaking or pecu- 
niary relation whatsoever. Any departure from this rule 
would interfere with the attainment of the influence ne- 
cessary to success in the discharge of official duties, and 
be otherwise productive of mischievous consequences. 

We take for granted that this system is not to be 
confined to the two States of Perak and Salangore, 
and that it is in contemplation to extend it to those 
on the Eastern coast of the Peninsula, namely, Pahang, 
Tringanu, Calantan, and Patani; and the Rajahs of these 
territories are understood to entertain feelings towards the 
British Government in the Straits, under the influence of 
which they would readily conform to the example before 
them on its Western coast. True, it has been objected 
to this, that several of these States are tributary to 
Siam, and that any action in respect of them by our Go- 
vernment would occasion the interference of that Power. 
Weare quite aware that a supremacy over three of these 
States has long been claimed by Siam, and that it was ae- 
knowledged by the annual transmission of the tribute called 
“boonga mas,” or gold flower. But, as regards Pahang, 
this supremacy was never asserted at all, while the late Mr. 
CRAWFURD, writing in 1856, states that it had then long 
been successfully resisted by Tringanu ; and there is little 
doubt that Calantan is also virtually independent, and 
has been so for years. The case is, no doubt, different 
as to Patani, which is adjacent to the most southernly 
province of Siam proper, called Songkra, or Sangora, and 
whose relations became so intimate with that kingdom 
that it was sometimes said to have been incorporated with 
it. But, ginder the present order of things, the flower 
tribute has sunk into a mere honorary. acknowledgment, 
which neither indicates actual subjection, nor confers either 
power or privilege, and has altogether become of so small 
account that it would probably be yielded up at once 
under suitable representations at Bangkok. We see no 
obstacle, therefore, in this, to the introduction of the new 
policy into the States on the East coast, and hope that the 
ground may in due course be made ready for its extension 
in that quarter. 

With respect to the general aspect of the Malay States 
lying between the Siamese boundary and that of Johore 
to the south, they may be said to form a continuous 
forest, comprising an area of about 50,000 square miles, 
intersected by numerous rivers and streams more or less 
navigable, and with a population estimated by recent 
and competent inquirers at not more than seven to the 
square mile. Tin abounds throughout the whole of this 
extensive area, and although neither enterprise nor labour 
on an adequate scale have been devoted to the develop- 
ment of the mineral resources of the gountry—at all times 
under formidable interruptions—the produce has gone 
on increasing, until it forms a considerable item of con- 
sumption in the markets both of Europe and China. Gold 
also is found in various localities, but has nowhere, or 
only very partially, been traced to or worked in the 
matrix, while the quantities of alluvial ore which have 
been produced and exported go far in supplying evi- 
dence of rich formations of the metal in the veins of 
the rock. Gutta-percha, rattans, damar, &c., are among 
the spontaneous products of the forests, and the best 
fruits common to the tropics are produced in abundance 
and perfection. But none of the States can lay claim 
to anything like an agriculture, in the development of 
which, as well as of the vast mineral resources of the ter- 
ritory, the sole agency yet in operation has been the 
labour of the proletarian immigration from China. Tha 
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labour is indeed a most valuable and important agent, 
and it will be strange if, with the security to life and pro- 
perty which may now s0 soon be expected to follow in the 
train of the new policy, European capital and enterprise 
should be wanting to give it encouragement and direction, 
and to spread its effects far and wide over the States of 
the Malay Peninsula. 


THE HONG KONG BLOCKADE. 

In the present number we complete our résumé of the 
important Blue-book which has recently been issued with 
reference to the question of the Blockade of Hong Kong 
by the Chinese Customs Cruisers. To those who differ in 
their views on this subject from Sir BROOKE ROoBERTSON— 
and they are certainly not few—there is something almost 
amusing in the extremely frank manner in which he sets 
forth the action which has all along been taken with re- 
gard to the question. So far from his endeavouring to 
make it appear that he has in any way tried to lessen the 
evil of which the colonists complained, he takes an evident 
pride in showing how greatly indebted the British Go- 
vernment must be to him for having pointed out to the 
Chinese the manner in which they could be most harassing 
and annoying to Hong Kong. Two despatches from Sir 
BROOKE are contained in the Blue-book under notice, 
which purport to give an explanation of the action. which 
he took when the question was represented to him by the 
Canton authorities. In both documents he frankly admits 
that he fully backed up the scheme of establishing Cus- 
toms’ stations round the colony; but in his despatch to 
the Governor of Hong Kong he states that he specially im- 
pressed upon the Viceroy that nothing but the Lekin duties 
was to be levied at such stations, while in a later despatch 
to the Earl of DERBY he states that he had admitted to the 
Chinese authorities their full right to collect the Cus 
toms duties, and, indeed, bases his whole argument upon 
‘certain abrogated provisions for preventing the evasion of 
Customs, not Lekin, duties. With a masterly grandness, 
Sir BROOKE does not condescend to say why his opinion 
upon this very important point underwent a change, ex- 
cepting by an indication in his despatch of June 20 to the 
Colonial Secretary in Hong Kong, that after he had ad- 
mitted the Viceroy’s right to establish stations as near as 
possible to Hong Kong for the collection of the Lekin du- 
ties, ‘‘ the Hai-K wan, or superintendent of native Customs, 
“ began to think that some such plan would benefit his 
“department.” It must be confessed that this was 
scarcely a matter for surprise, and it is astonishing how 
anybody of Sir BROOKE's experience in China can have 
imagined that his proviso that only Lekin duties should be 
evied at the stations would be adhered to, or have failed 
lo foresee the very obvious results of his thus admitting 

tthe insertion of the thin end of the wedge. 
However this may he, the end of Sir BROOKE ROBERTSON’S 
“ negotiations” has been the difficultics which have been so 
much complained of, and which have caused so much annoy- 
ance both to the colony and the Chinese officials ; and it is 
curious to find that the explanation which he gives as to his 
reason for this course is sufficient to show that he should 
either have left the matter alone, and allowed the Chinese 
to act in it entirely upon their own responsibility, or have 
referred it home for a decision from the Secretary ot State 
for the Colonies, as has now been done. That he was in 
doubt as to the strict legality of the course he recommended 
tothe Chinese seems evident from the fact that at first he 
only consented to the Lekin duties being levied, and thecase 
was therefore one in which it was highly undesirable that 
the Consul should mix up with until he had been properly 
assured of his position. Sir BROOKE quotes certain articles 
of the supplementary treaty to the Nankin treaty which 
o to show that originally certain arrangements were made 
or preventing junks trading with Hong Kong evading the 
duties ; but he very strangely overlooks that inasmuch as 
this treaty is abrogated, his quoting it goes directly against 
the action which he took; as, if there were reasons why 
some portions of the provisions of that instrument being 
revised, it was clearly the business of the Consul to repre- 
sent this fact to the Home Government, and not take upon 
himself to decide the question according to his own ideas, 
- and back up the Chinese in a line of action which was <t 
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best both questionable and dangerous, and which he 


felt himself compelled to support with great hesitation. 
His answer to the Viceroy, when that official desired to 
obtain his aid, was not to tell him to institute taxing offices 
in close proximity tothe colony, but to have the question 
referred home through the properchannel, that is through the 
Minister at Peking, sothat adecision might be obtained from 
the Home Government as to what was the actual state of the 
question and what course should be adopted. Had this been 
done, it might have been quite possible to come to some ar- 
rangement which would have been the means of avoiding a 
great cleal of the difficulty which has arisen. According 
to Sir BROOKE ROBERTSON’s own showing, the question is 
entirely a diplomatic one. His position is that, had cer- 
tain arrangements in the supplementary treaty to that of 
Nankin been carried out instead of being abrogated, the 
difficulty with respect to duties in Hong Kong might have 
been adjusted. The Home Government are certainly the 
only persons competent to decide such a point, and it 
should have been specifically referred to them years ago, as 
it is referred to them now. Instead of taking this step, 
which might have settled the difficulty, Sir BrRookE 
ROBERTSON has all along been advising the Chinese to 
adopt a course injurious to the colony and of questionable 
legality. 





SETTLEMENT OF THE SIAMESE DIFFICULTIES. 

AS we noticed in a former issue, Sir ANDREW CLARKE 
has returned to Singapore, and the disturbances which 
lately broke the accustomed tranquillity of Bangkok have 
all been satisfactorily arranged. The wrath of the Kings 
has been appeased ; their mutual fears are allayed ; and 
the subordinate Monarch, re-called from his self-imposed 
exile, finds himself no longer severed by two miles of 
high-road from his loved palatial home. The useful 
British flag-staff has joys for him no more; the hard cold 
seat at its foot, and those dreary wastes surrounding it, 
beyond whose circumference he dared not stray, all these 
are now forgotien; and, save that he cannot parade as 
many troops as formerly, save that his military splendours 
have been somewhat reduced, he is as many inches a King 
as he was before his flight. The precise history of the 
misunderstandings thus amicably and happily adjusted 
have not yet reached Europe ; but we have before us a 
Royal decree issued by the Major King on the 25th 
February last, which forms the concluding chapter of the 
episode. The substance of this quaint document may be 
given in brief as follows :— 

“ Out of our great love for and implicit confidence in 
“ our Royal cousin, the Second King, and with a view to 
‘‘ consolidate more firmly the internal peace and tran- 
“ quillity of our country and people, we hereby declare 
“and proclaim that we hold intact and inviolate the 
“solemn deed and covenant by which we, of our Royal 
‘ will and pleasure, on November 25, 1868, installed our 
‘Royal cousin, known to Europeans as Second King, as 
“ Krom PHRA RAJAWANG, with all the honours, dignities, 
“ revenues, rights, authorities, and prerogatives, according 
‘“‘ to the then well-known and long established precedents 
thereto attaching. 

‘“ And we command all... to obey and respect this 
‘“ decree sacredly and carefully. 

“For the due protection of our cousin’s honour and dig- 
“ nity we authorise him to enrol, retain, and equip, armed 
“ with muskets or small arms, a force of two hundred men 
“to be under his own command, unless under our si 
‘‘ manual we require their aid ; and to be limited to the 
‘‘ residence of our cousin wherever that may be. 

“ And as upon us alone it devolves to care for the in- 
‘ ternal peace and external security of our kingdom, so all 
“ ships, arms, and munitions of war, can be heldor owned 
“ solely under our authority or licence. 

‘Should we hereafter—as we much desire—place the 
‘finances of our kingdom on amore secure and firmer 
“ basis, so as to lighten the burdens of our people and pre- 
“ vent waste, we will, when redistributing our own rights. 
‘and revenues, guard and deal as we would with our own, 
“the rights and revenues of our cousin, who has, in ae- 
“ knowledgment of this our will and pleasure, renewed his 
“ solemn pledge and assurance of loyalty and devotion to 
‘ our authority and person.” 
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The document above condensed, is sealed at the head 
with three seals, the Great Seal of State, the Seal of the 
Royal Mandate, and the Seal of the Present Reign. Beneath 
these seals follows the Royal Sign Manual ; and at the foot 
the proclamation is subscribed and sealed by the Second 
King, the Major King’s uncle, the ex-Regent, the Minister 
of the North, the Minister of War, and the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. We miss the seal of the fifth and sixth 
highest executive officers, the Supreme Minister of Justice 
or Umerat, and the Minister of Agriculture, who, in former 
years, completed the number of the Council of State, known 
as the Senabodi. But we believe that the Senabodi has 
lately been merged in a larger deliberative body ; it no 
longer exists either to attest solemn State documents, or 
to control, by its collective jurisdiction, the distribution 
and exercise of power inthe State. There are now more 
Councillors, but seemingly there has been less wisdom. A 
numerous Privy Council can never advance freedom and 
progress either here or in Siam ; they can advise, but they | 
cannot control, they have not sufficient “ solidarite;’” whereas | 
a small cabinet or ministry can both advise and control, | 


and as a matter of statesmanship we therefore questicn | 
whether the extinction of the Senabodi—instead of the! 
increase of its numbers by one or two new members—has : 
not been a mistake, for a body of forty or fifty nobles gets 
divided into rival factions and cliques,’ and ill-regulated | 
power is tossed from one side to the other, as the Monarchs | 


uncertain favour shifts its all-paramount influence. 
Perhaps political philosophy may trace to this constitu- 


tional change the primary causes of the quarrel which the _ 
above decree has closed. Reading between the lines of | 


that Royal declaration we can at any rate discern that | 
there has been first, some design conceived by the new 
Privy Council to readjust the finances ; then the Second . 
King must have refused to sanction changes which he_ 
feared might diminish his personal revenues, and having | 
some few regiments under his separate command coercion | 
seemed to involve the risk of an open outbreak of civil | 
war. Hence a plot to entrap the subordinate Monarch ;

came his Majesty’s flight, and finally, by foreign interven- | 


tion, reconciliation and re-instatement are brought about ; 
the Second King renews his oath of allegiance, and is 
restrained from maintaining in future more than a mere 
body guard or palace police force. On the other hand, his 
person and his honours are to be respected as before, and 
if financial changes occur his own private revenues are 
not to be threatened with interference or diminution. 
<‘ Magnus ab integra rerum jam nascitur ordo,” and we, 
for our part, wish that both Kings henceforth may reign 
in health, friendliness, and prosperity, and that the little 
thunderstorm which has now spent its harmless terrors 
may have cleared a close, oppressive, stagnant atmosphere, 
and facilitated progress and reform. 





WE are indebted to Zhe Times for a detailed account of 
the attack on Colonel Browne's expedition, which we give 
in another column.

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THE BLOCKADE OF HONG KONG. 

Resuming our summary of the Blue-book recently issued 
upon the above subject, we pass to an interesting and valuable 
opinion from Mr. ‘IT. C. Hayllar, Q.C., then Acting Attorney- 
General. After reviewing the facts connected with the seizure 
of the Aum-Hop-Sing he expresses his opinicn that if the com- 
plaint of the petitioner is true, an outrage had been committed 
upon his property while under British protection of a kind 
which, if left unpunished, is calculated to have the worst pos- 
sible moral effect on the préstige of the colony. He goes on to 
say— 

The compleint is therefore of a nature and gravity requiring rigid 
investigation at the hands of an impartial tribunal ; and this Govern- 
ment is, in the interests of its Chinese denizens, entitled to very clear 
and definite proofs (by the production of the evidence, or otherwise) 
that it has undergone such investigation by process which can be rea- 
sonably recognised as judicial, and at the hands of a Court which iteelf 
has no interest in the result. Turning to Sir Brooke Robertson's de- 
spatch of the 25th March, I find it very difficult to discover what was 
really the nature of the inquiry the affuir did undergo. The following 
expression, which he makes use of, “after a searching inquiry into the 
case both personally with, and by letters to, the authorities,” may 
mean much or nothing. If it means that both parties appeared before 
and were duly heard by Her Majesty's Consul, sitting together with 
members of some impartial tribunal appointed by the Chinese autho- 
rities to consider and decide the case, the Government of this colony 
could ask, I think, for nothing more than a copy of the evidence taken 
for the purpose of drawing its own conclusions. But if, on the other 
hand, Her Majesty’s Consul has only been put in possession of the 
statements of the complainant and his witnesses second-hand by the 
Chinese “authorities, and if this searching inquiry ’’ resolves itself 
into a mere investigation of the case of the persuns who made the 
seizure of the junk, or on behalf of whom such seizure was made, it is 
needless to say that it is in the highest degree unsatisfactory. More- 
over, who and what were the authorities referred to? Her Majesty’s 
Consul does not inform us. But if, as I gather from the offer contained 
in the further despatch of the 16th April to refer the matter to the 
“ Haikwan,” it was the Haikwan or his subordinates who comprised 
“the authorities’ mentioned, it was impossible, having regard to the 
fact that it was under the authority of the Haikwan, or of his subordi- 
nates, that the seizure complained of was effected, and that he or they 
or both, were the parties who would profit by it, to select a more un- 
fitting tribunal. 

Mr. Hayllar also points out in his opinion that the ground 
upon which the junk was seized, namely, that he could show no 
grand chop for the export duty, is equally unsatisfactory, as it is 
proved that the garnd chop is never affixed at Formosa, 
whence the junk sailed. In conclusion, he sums up the general 
merits of the question as follows :— 


So far as the Chinese traders resident here have induced the present 
state of things of which they now complain, by making use of the free- 
dom of this port for smuggling purposes, it is needless to say they are 
entitled to neither sympathy nor assistance at the hands of the Govern- 
ment. But if it really is the case, as is now generally believed here, 
that the repression of smuggling forms only a colourable pretext, in 
too many instances, for violent and frequent seizures of innocent junks, 
with the double purposes of injuring the trade of the Culony and 
diverting it to Canton, and of enriching certain departments at Canton 
who farm the Custom revenue, the matter assumes a different complex- 
ion, and one which requires clearing up in justice to all parties. So 
long, however, as these seizures were confined to Chinese waters, the 
extreme difficilty of finding a foothold to basea claim for redress 
upon, in a matter of which no defined rules of international law (as 
distingnished from comity) applied, in a great measure tied the hands 
of the Government. But now that this line has, as there is very good 
reason to believe, been overstepped, the time and the opportunity have 
concurred when firm action can and should be taken. It would be 
satisfactory if all the questions arising out of seizures of junks belong- 
ing to merchants resident in this Colony, which occur, at any rate, 
within a certain radius around these waters could be referred to a Joint 
Commission of the kind I have suggested, and there are many reasons 
why hereafter such a measure should be suggested to the Chinese Go- 
vernment, which are sufficiently obvious. At present, however, I 
think the Government should confine itself to request the Viceroy or 
other proper authority to agree to the appointment of a Joint Tribunal 
to consider the particular case of the Kum-Hop-Sing he, or such 
other authority being given to understand that, if the parties com- 
plainant are found to have been seized in the act of illegally evading 
the revenue laws of China, that this Government is, in this instance, 
willing to overlook the offence committed against British laws through 
the seizure being effected in our waters (if it should turn out that it 
was so seized) ; but if they were not to blame, it should be under- 
stood that the parties making the seizure, wherever it occurred, must 
be duly punished, and that the boat and cargo must be restored, to- 
gether with damages for their detention ; or, if they have been sold, as 
I believe is the case, that the fullest compensation should be paid to 
the complainants. If this reasonable proposal is rejected by the 
Chinese authorities, and if they choose to stand upon the inquiry al- 
ready made, I can only advise that the whole matter be referred to the 
Secretary of State, with a request that redress may be sought for this 
and other authenticated injuries inflicted on the Colonial commerce by 
the Chinese Customs cruizers through the action of the Foreign Office. 


The resolutions passed at the meeting at the City Hall, Hong 
Kong, and some despatches of minor importance follow, and then 
we come to an elaborate exposition of the subject by Sir Brooke 
Robertson in a despatch to the Earl of Derby, the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. He commences with a historical ree 
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view of the matter, similar to that given in the despatch of 
the 20th June to the Colonial Secretary of Hong Kong (already 
noticed). Sir Brooke Robertson saya :— 


it has been my habit to be frank and open in my dealings with the 
Chinese authorities and give thein all reasonable support, and I saw no 
reason in this case for reserve. I told the Viceroy, who consulted me 
that he must dismiss from his mind all hope of collecting Imperial 
duties in the colony of Hong Kong, which was one of his ideas, for it 
‘was against the law, but I considered he had a perfect right to estab- 
lish Custom stations—another of his schemes—as close to the colony 
as he chose, and compel all junks clearing from Hong Kong or entering 
at, and when beyond the limits of colonial jurisdiction, to call there 
and pay their duties. Such was the origin of the Custums blockade. 
I need scarcely say the commotion it caused to the smuggling frater- 
nity, when the thing was established, was great. The then Governor, 
Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, saw in it only a blow to the prosperity 
of the colony, which unquestionably it was—that is, to the smugeling 
prosperit y—and predicted all sorts of evils. I held, however, to the 
position I had taken, conceiving that if smuggling could, by any legiti- 
mate means, be prevented from being a source of distrust and alarm to 
the Chinese Government, it was of more importance for our general 
interests than any lucal advantages, based on principles of doubtful in- 
tegrity would or could atford. In this I was supported by Her Majesty's 
Minister at Peking. 

Sir Brooke holds that the blockade even as it exists has not 
been proved to be injurious to the legitimate trade of the colony, 
and in support of his position and the advice he gave to the 
Chinese Authorities he points out that in the supplementary 
treaty to the Treaty of Naukin provision was originally made 
for preventing Hong Kong becoming a smuggling depot, but 


this supplementary treaty was abrogated on the signature of the | 


Tientsin ‘Treaty of 1853. His remarks upon this point are of 
importance, as they set forth very clearly what was the original 
understanding on the matter. We subjoin them at length :— 


In the first three paragraphs of the memorial much stress is laid on 
Sir Charles Elliott’s Proclamation of the 7th June, 1841, as inviting 
“* Chinese merchants to resort to Hong Kong for the purposes of trade 
and commerce, under the promise of full protection from interference 
on the part of the Chinese Authorities”; and, in consequence, Hong 
Kong became what it now ia, a large centre fur Chinese commerce ; 
the progress of which the action of the Chinese Authoritics, by the 
blockade, is materially checking. This is the burden of the Petition 
throughout, and on this are founded the ills they complain of, on the 
grounds that the Elliott Proclamation of June, 1841, induced them to 
invest capital in the Colony, which they are now losing, owing to the 
“‘submissive and forbeariny policy of Her Majesty’s Government.” 
But is this so? and did the Proclamation in question guarantee perfect 


immunity to Chinese frequenting the Colony from the payment of | 


duties to the Chinese Government? For that, divested of the ambi- 
guity in which itis clothed in the Petition, is the real question at 
issue. 
Proclamation will show that such was never intended. For instance, 
the Proclamation of Sir Charles, then Captain, Elliott, of the 20th of 
June, 1841, notified the cession of Hong Kong to the British Crown on 


certain conditions, the first of which is: ‘All just charges and duties | 


to the Empire upon the commerce carried on there (Hong Kong), to 


be paid as if the trade were conducted at Whampoa,” (the anchorage | 


near Canton). Here, then, is an explicit acknowledgment of the right 
of the Chinese to levy duties at Hong Kong. But the island had been 
only provisionally ceded, and was in that position when the Proclama- 
tion of the 7th of June, five months subsequently, was issued, upon 
which the Petitions rely. But by the IIIrd Article of the Treaty of 
Nankin, of August the 29th, 1842, which followed the war of tha 
year, the Island was definitely conveyed to the British Crown, and 
became part and parcel of Her Majesty’s Dominions, thus abrogating 
the two Proclamations above mentioned ; and by the Treaty of October 
8th, 1843, which supplemented that of Nankin, it was provided, under 
Article XIII. “should natives of China wish to repair to Hong Kong 
to purchase goods, they shall have full and free permission to do so, 
and, should they require a Chinese vessel to carry away their purchases, 


they must obtain a pass or port clearance for her at the Custom Houce | 


of the port whence the vessel may sail from Hong Kong ;”’ and, under 
the XIVth Article, “An English officer will be appointed at Hong 
Kong, one part of whose duty will be to examine the registers and 
passes of all Chinese vessels that may repair to that port to buy or sell 
goods ; and should such officer at any time find that any Chinese mer- 
chant vessel has not a pass or register from one of the five ports, she is 
to be considered as an unauthorised or smuggling vesscl, and is not to 
be allowed to trade, whilst a report of the circumstance is to be made 
to the Chinese Authorities. By this arrangement it is hoped that 
piracy and illegal traffic will be effectively prevented.” By the XVIth 
Article, the most important of the three, it was agreed: “ That the 
Custom House officers of the five ports shall make a monthly return to 
Canton of the passes granted to vessela proceeding to Hong Kong, 
together with the nature of their cargoes ; and a copy of these returns 
will be embodied in one Return, and communicated once a month to 
the proper English officer at Hong Kong. The said English officer will, 
on his part, make a similar return or communication to the Chinese 
Authorities at Canton, showing the names of Chinese vessels arrived at 
Hong Kung, or departed from that port, with the value of their car- 
goes ; and the Canton Authorities will apprize the Custom Houses at 
the five ports, in order that, by these arrangements and precautions, 
all clandestine and illegal trade, under the cover of passes, may be 
averted.” Such were the precautions taken by Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment at that time to prevent Hong Kong becoming a smuggling depot, 
and the Chinese Government being defrauded of its just dues; and 
had they been preserved in future arrangements, all troublesome and 
difficult questions like the present one had never arisen. But by the

He goes on to say that he is not prepared to state 
that harsh treatment of junk traders according to European 
ideas does not exist ; and that, not being satisfied but that there 
might be some grounds for complaint against the steam-cruisers, 
he has arranged that they should be placed under the Foreign 
| Collectorate of Customs at Canton, and “an English officer on 
that establishment having been appointed especially to the duty 
of their supervision, not one case of complaint has since been 
brought before him.” Sir Brooke concludes as follows :— 
Finally, I may mention the difficulties which surround the Canton 
Government in this question are great. They can not only obtain no 
| assistance from Hong Kong, but are subjected to complaints against 
_ the only plan they can devise to prevent smuggling, as being detri- 
1aental to the trade and interests of the colony. The pcsition they are 
placed in is, consequently, embarrassing, and from this, both for their 
| sakes and ours, I would gladly see them relieved. At Hong Kong the 
' Chamber of Commerce, and the merchants generally, with some ex-

fail to point out any substitute for it. It is this unreasoning attitude 
which adds to the difficulty of arriving ata fair adjustment of the 
question. But of this the colonists may rest assured, that the Canton 
Government will not remove the blockade to meet their convenience, 
or without the substitution of some plan by which tke payment of the 
Imperial dues can be secured.

THE EASTERN EXTENSION AUSTRALASIA AND

tion, out of which it was proposed to declare a dividend of 48. per 
| share, making a total dividend of 64 per cent. for the year, and leaving 


i a balance of £32,839 11s.

The CHAIRMAN said that the total earnings for the half-year had 
been £119,759, and the gross receipts of the year 1874 amounted to 
' £226,512, exceeding those of 1873 by something over £3,000. The 

comparison of 1873 and 1874 was as follows: the traffic in 1873 was 
| £223,323 12s. 6d. ; in 1874, £226,512 16s. 9d. ; the increase in traffic 
| was £3,189 4a. 3d. ; the total expenses in 1873 were £63,109 3s. 10d., 

in 1874, £57,625 9a., the decrease in 1874 being £5,483 14s. 10d., and 
' the net increased profits amounting to £8,672 193. He moved the 
adoption of the report.—Baron EMILE D'ERLANUER seconded the mo-

Mr. Barn stated that he thought that the dividend should be in- 
creased instead of adding so large an amount to the reserve fund. He 
moved an amendment that the dividend be 5s. per share, instead of 4s.

CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 
LONDON, AND CHINA. 

The seventeenth annual general meeting of this company was held 
on the 20th inst., at the offices, Old Broad-street, E.C.; Mr. Grores 
G. Nicot in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said the result of the Bank’s operations was not so 
satisfactory as the board could have wished. They had had to contend 
against very unfavourable circumstances for some time past, and the 
business had been confined almost entirely to exchange business. The 
closest attention of the directors was devoted to the business of the 
Bank, and he was happy to say that the present year promised to be 
very different from the previous one. The figures in the accounts did 
not show much variation from those usually presented. The sum of 
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~ £9,712 7s. 0d., balance of profit and loss account, had been carried to re- 


serve fund, while £13,612 had been written off for the purpose of meet- 
ing bad and doubtful debts. In estimating the bad debts of the pre- 
vious year they took what they considered the full probable loss 
on certain shipments of silk, but in realising, a serious loss was 
incurred, in consequence of the fall in the price of silk. That 
loss amounted to £6,000, and did not appertain properly to the 
year 1874. In addi.ion to that there was a loss from the em- 
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bezzlement of one of their officers amounting to £4,080. The losses 
on 1874 were very trifling, not exceeding £2,000, which, considering 
the large overturn of the Bank, was a satisfactory result. He was glad 
to be able to announce that the Bank had not lost one halfpenny by 
the failure of Im Thurn and other houses, and from a telegram received 
from China they were informed that they were safethere. He believed 
at the present moment there was not an asset of the Bank which was 
not safe. The result of the profit and loss account was unsatisfactory, 
but the Bank was never ina sounder state, and they were in a position 
to avail themselves of any reaction which might take place. With re- 
gard to the embezzlement to which he had referred, it was a matter 
which had given the board very great concern. It was committed 
by a young man who was brought into the Bank under high auspices. 
He was entrusted with a responsible part of the executive, and proved 
himself to be an accomplished swindler, and falsified the books so cleverly 
that he baffled even the professional auditors. Some correspondence had 
taken place with the auditors, the board holding that the fraud ought to 
have been sooner detected, and the result was that the auditors had re- 
signed. The shareholders would, therefore, be called upon to-day to 
appoint auditors in the place of Messrs. Turquand, Youngs, and Co. 
Referring to the debt of Joshua and Co., the Chairman stated 
that the Bank had recently gained a suit against that firm, and 
had obtained property of the estimated value of £15,000. The direc- 
tors had discovered that the firm had property in India, and were fol- 
lowing the matter up in such a manner that by the next meeting he 
hoped the greatest portion of the item that appeared in the accounts in 
reference to that matter would be wiped out. He moved the adoption 
of the report. 

The motion having been seconded by Mr. J. Murray Rosertson, 
some discussion took place in reference to the audit, and it was 
resolved that in future the services of professional auditors should be 
dispensed with.—The motion for the adoption of the report was then 
put to the meeting, and carried. 

On the motion of the CHarmman, seconded by Mr. J. Murray 
Rosertson, Mr. W. Scott, of the firm of Messrs. Binny and Co., of 
Madras, was elected a director, in the place of Mr. J. J. Mackenzie, 
deceased. 

Mr. Daniell and Mr. Bullen, the retiring directors, were re-elected, 
aud the retiring auditors, Messrs. Christian and Pickford, were re-ap- 
pointed.—A vote of thanks to the chairman and directors terminated 
the proceedings. 








THE ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 

The annual general meeting of the above Bank was held at the offices 
of the Corporation, Threadneedle-street, on the 22nd, Mr. Geo. Arbuth- 
not in the chair. The notice calling the meeting having been read by 
the chief manager (Mr. Charles J. F. Stuart), the report, which appeared 
in our last issue, was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that he wculd trouble the meeting with but 
few remarks. For nine years consecutively they had been enabled to 
declare a dividend of twelve per cent. per annum, and he hoped the 
result would be regarded with satisfaction, considering the difficulties 
they had had to contend with as regarded competition and exceptional 
circumstances of another character. The Bank continued to prosper, 
going on in the even tenour of its way ; everything was uniform, and, 
therefore, gave no scope for much comment or observation. He had 
received a letter from one of the proprietors, and as the subject had 
perhaps attracted the attention of other shareholders present he 
would address to them a few remarks thereon. The letter had respect 
to the large amount of coin and bullion that the Bank appeared to hold, 
which was stated in the accounts at £3,053,000. It appeared a very 
large sum, and he had been in consultation with the chief manager, 
who had thirty years’ experience in connection with the Bank, and he 
stated that it was not too large an amount to hold, and not more than 
was necessary for the business of the Corporation ; for the shareholders 
must bear in mind that the business of the Bank could not be concen- 
trated, and that they had no less than thirteen branches and twenty- 
aix sub-agencies, and that it was absolutely necessary for the credit of 
the Bank that each should have large funds at its command. The 
directors would, if they considered it desirable, be only too glad to as 
far as possible invest the funds of the Bank, instead of their remaining 
idle. The shareholders must also remember that the amount re- 
presented coin and bullion passing from one part of the world to the 
other. The Bank had established a branch in South Africa, and 
probably the announcement would be received with some surprise, 
inasmuch as it had not been mentioned before; but the Bank 
had been induced to look for new fields of action in order 
that the profits for the payment of the dividend might be se- 
cured. The initial proceedings were taken two years ago, and 
one of their inspectors visited the place, the result being that the 
branch was established, and they had secured permission to issue 
bank notes payable on demand, and the branch was going on very satis- 
factorily. It would be recollected that a year ago two points were 
brought forward by the shareholders—one as to whether, in the event 
of the death of one of the auditors during the year of office, the signa- 
ture of a single auditor was valid; upon that point the directors had 
preferred a case for the consideration of counsel, and Mr. DowDswELL, 

Q.C., had decided that, in the case of the death of one of the auditors, 
the signature of the other was perfectly valid, but that in the event 
of the death of both it would be desirable, though not essential, 
if time permitted, to summon a special meeting of the shareholders 
for the election of auditors. The other point raised had been as to the 
form of accounts rendered, it being wished by some gentlemen that 
the extent of the gross profits should be stated, also the expenses of 
establishment and other charges on the other side of theaccounts. The 
directors had carefully considered the matter, and had had the advice 
of their legal friends, and it was considered advisable not to deviate 
from the form laid down for the framing of the accounts by the char- 
ter, and they had, therefore, been prepared in the usual way. At the 
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same time the directors had no wish to keep any information from the 
shareholders, and if any gentleman present would apply at the ma 
nager’s office any information would be supplied that might be desired. 
Since the last meeting the directors had to lament the loss of 
an old familiar face. He alluded to their legal adviser, Mr. Ful- 
ler, and his loss would, he had no doubt, be as deeply lamented 
by the shareholders as it was by the board, that gentleman having 
been associated with the Bank from its formation. The board had 
been fortunate in securing the services of a gentleman who would, it 
was believed, pay as strict attention to the affairs of his branch of the 
business as his predecessor. In conclusion, having previously declared 
the dividend of £1 10s. per share, the Chairman moved the adoption of 
the report.—Sir W. Barnes, Bart., briefly seconded the motion. 

In reply to questions, the CHAIRMAN stated that the balances due 
from other banks had been large!y increased during the last year, con- 
sequent upon business of a special character ; it was perfectly safe and 
legitimate in all respects, and well secured. In reference to the estab- 
lishment of a branch at Fiji, the directois had not as yet taken the mat- 
ter into their consideration, but they were perfectly ready to open 
branches in any part of the world when they could do so with advan- 
tage to the shareholders. In reference to the reserve fund, it had been 
increased to the extent of £6,000 during the last ten years, so that it 
stood at the high figure of £450,000.—Mr. Hurcnrys (the legal adviser 
to the company) stated that the accounts were framed strictly in ac- 
cordance with the form set forth in the schedule uf charter.—Mr. C. J. 
F. Stuart (chief manager), in reply to a question, stated that the loss 
from the failure of Messrs. Gledstane’s had been less than originally 
estimated. 

The report was adopted. The retiring directors, Sir William Baynes, 
Mr. Lestock Robert Reid, and Mr. James Campbell, were re-elected. 
The retiring auditors, Mr. T. W. L. Mackean and Mr. J. R. Robertson, 
were also re-elected. A vote of thanks to the chairman and directors 
closed the meeting. : 
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The Romantic Legend of Sdkya Buddha. From the Chinese 
Sanscrit. By Samuet Beat. London: Triibner and Co 
1875. . 

Mr. Beal is already well known as an active labourer in the 
field of Buddhist literature, and during the past few years has 
published several works, including the “Travels of Fah-Hian 
and Sung- Yun, Buddhist Pilgrims, from China to India,” and “A 
Catena of Buddhist Scriptures from the Chinese.” The volume 
before us is based upon a work which Mr. Beal discovered in the 
library of the India-office, and of which, in the first instance, he 
was desirous of publishing an entire translation. The work in 
question is a Chinese version of the “ Abhinishkramana Sftra,” 
which was translated from the Sanscrit by Djnanakuta, a Bud- 
dhist priest from North India, who lived in China at the end of 
the sixth century. Mr. Beal says this was during the Tsui 
dynasty, but for “ Tsui” we think we ought to read “Sui.” It 
is supposed that the Sanscrit title was originally given merely 
to the story of Buddha’s flight from his palace to become a re- 
cluse, but that afterwards it was applied to the complete legend 
(as in the present case), which includes his previous and subse- 
quent history. It will not be without interest to state that the 
work was translated into Chinese, under the title of F'o-pen- 
hing, by a priest called Chu-fa-lan, as early as A.D. 70, in the 
reign of Yung-Ping of the Eastern Han, that is to say, very 
shortly after the introduction of Buddhism into China. “ It must 
be borne in mind, however,” says Mr. Beal, “ that several trans- 
lations of the ‘ Legend of Buddha’ are quoted under the name 
Fo-pen-hing.” The one just spoken of, which was in five chap- 
ters, was lost more than 1,200 years ago, early in the Tang 
dynasty. Among other translations were two made during the 
Northern Liang (502 to 555 a.p.), and the Sung (420 to 477 a.p.) 
dynasties. 

Mr. Beal adverts in his. introductory matter to the extraor- 
dinary coincidence of some of the legends respecting Buddha 
with events in the life of our Saviour. The mystery is not 
cleared up by saying, as a recent German writer has done, that 
all these Jegends or stories are worthless and simply exploded 
myths, and Mr. Beal is quite right in his remark that it would 
be better at once to say that in our present state of knowledge 
there is no complete explanation to offer; we must wait until 
dates are finally and certainly fixed. But, he adds in a note, it 
would bea natural inference that many of the events of the 
legend of Buddha were borrowed from the Apocryphal Gospels, 
if we were quite certain that these Apocryphal Gospels had not 
borrowed from it. 

The stories given will be found to possess considerable interest 
especially as throwing light on contemporaneous achitectural 
works in India. The work before us is comprised in sixty 
chapters, at the conclusion of each of which Mr. Beal gives the 
number of words (? Chinese characters) it contains, and what it 
cost to print in taels. Itis much to be regretted that he has not 
thought it necessary to give a synoptical table of contents, and 
that he also omits to furnish any glossary of Buddhist terms, on 
the somewhat feeble ground that so many have already been 
published. In conclusion, we think it our duty to call attention 
to avery grave drawback to this otherwise valuable and in- 
teresting volume. On more than one occasion lately we have 
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had to speak of the careless way in which some works are car- | 
ried through the press in the Far East, and the unconscionable i 
and bewildering amount of “ Errata and Corrigenda” which | 
the reader must wade through before they can be made pro- 
perly available for perusal. Of course, we are aware that | 
authors and publishers in that part of the world can plead ex- 
tenuating circumstances in palliation of this apparent careless- 
ness ; but surely at home this is not the case, and we are bound 
to say that it is out of all reason to issue from the press a work 
like Mr. Beal’s Romantic History of Buddha with positively 
more than three closely printed pages of ‘‘ Additions and Cor- 
rections.” Our idea is that, if a thing is worth doing at all, it is 
worth doinz well, and that carelessness of the kind we alluded 
to, is in the present instance quite inexcusable. 


Fusang, or The Discovery of America by Chinese Buddhist Priests 
in the Fifth Century. By Charles G. Leland. London: 
Triibner and Co. 1875. 

More than ahundred years ago De Guignes informed the 
world that he had found in the works of early Chinese historiaus 
a statement that, in the fifth century of our era, certain travel- 
lers of their race had discovered a country which they called 
Fusang, and which, from the direction and distance as described 
by them, appeared to be Western America, and in all probability 
Mexico. The original document, says Mr. Leland, on which the 
Chinese historians based their account of Fusang, was the report 
of a Buddhist monk or missionary named Hoei-shin, who, in 
the year 499 a.p., returned from along journey to the East. 
This report was regularly entered on the Year-Books or Annals 
of the Chinese Empire, whence it passed not only to the pages 
of historians, but also to those of poets and writers of romance, 
by whom it was so confused with absurd inventions and marvel- 
lous tales, that even at the present day discredit is thrown by a 
certain class of critics on the entire narrative. In 1841 Profes- 
sor Neumann, of Munich, a well-known Oriental scholar, pub- 
lished a version of Hoei-shin’s narrative, taking it from the 
original source, and adding explanatory comments; a translation 
of a revised edition of this forms the ground-work of the present 
volume, and is comprised in the first five chapters. Then Mr, 
Leland has some remarks to make on Dr. Neumann’s text, to 
which he adds a letter from Colonel Barclay Kennon, formerly 
of the United States Coast Survey, who is of opinion that tke 
voyage supposed to have been made by the Buddhist monk 
is easily practicable, and might be effected even in an 
open boat. Mr. Leland devotes a chapter to some remarks 
on Colonel Kennon’s letter, and that is succeeded by a 
very brief statement with regard to the travels of other 





Buddhist monks from the fourth to the eighth century of | 


our era. The next division of the work treats of American 
Antiquities, with their relations to the Old World ; this is com- 
inc in three chapters, viz., Affinities of American and Asiatic 

nguages, the Mound-Builders and Mexicans, and Images of 
Buddha. With regard to the last, it is worth remarking that 
“images resembling the ordinary Buddha have been found in 
Mexico and Central America, but they cannot be proved to be 
identical with it.” We next come to the advocates and oppo- 
nents of the narrative of Hoei-shin, a division of the work which 
chiefly consists of extracts from and remarks on a series of 
articles by Gustave d’Eichthal, which appeared in the Revue 
Archeologique in 1862-3, in which De Guignes is defended from 
an attack made by the famous Oriental scholar, Julius Heinrich 
Von Klaproth, on the original memoir, alluded to above, which 
started the whole controversy. The last chapter is devoted to 
“the Jatest discussion of Fusang,” and contains the views of Mr. 
Theos. Simson and Dr. E. Bretschneider on the question, as 
they appeared in the pages of Notes and Queries on China and 
Japan (1869) and the Chinese Recorder and Missionary Journal 
(published at Foochow, October 1870), on which Mr. Leland 
comments at some length. 

The narrative of Hoei-shin, properly so called, is exceedingly 
brief, for it occupies but a very few pages, and this very brevity 
may not unfairly, as Mr. Leland urges, be used as an argument 
In favour of its genuineness, and “had Hoei-shin been ‘a con- 
summate humbug’ (as he has been hastily termed), he would 
have hardly left such a concise narrative as is given in the 
Annals.” It certainly is a curious fact that what he declares he 
saw 1s confirmed, even in many minute details, by what is now 
known of Old and New Mexico ; and all that appears fabulous 
in his story, he, like Herodotus, relates on hearsay. 
the objects seen and described by the monk,” Mr. Leland re- 
marks, “ was the maguey plant, or great cactus, which is called 
the fusing, after a Chinese plant slightly resembling it, and this 
name (fusang) he applied to the country. His description of this 
plant and its: many uses is very striking. Other things peculiar 
to Mexico, but not known in China, were remarked, as, for in- 
stance, the absence of iron,and the fact that copper, gold, and silver 
were not prized,and werenot usedformoney. The mannerin which 
marriage was contracted in Fusang, according to his description, 
18 not at all Chinese—I doubt if it be Asiatic—but it exists in 
more than one North American tribe, and something very like 
it was observed by a recent traveller in New Mexico.” As this 
last point is an important one, we quote Professor Neumann's 
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version of what Hoei-shin says on the subject :—“ The suitor 
builds himself a hut before the door of the house where the one 
longed for dwells, and waters and cleans the ground every morn- 
ing and evening. When a year has passed by, if the maiden is 
not inclined to marry him, he departs ; should she be willing, it 
is completed.” In regard to this, the coincidence, noted by Mor. 
Leland, is certainly odd, and it would seem a fair inference that 
Hoei-shin must, in some way or another, whether by personal 
observation or on the authority of other travellers, have obtained 
some information about North American manners and customs, 
In conclusion, from what we have said above, it will be seen 
that the volume before us partakes of the nature of patchwork 
—#so much so, indeed, that it is often very puzzling to know whe 
is responsible for any given sentence, whether it is Mr. Leland, 
or Professor Neumann, or one of the other writers laid under 
contribution ; but, nevertheless, we doubt not that it will be 
perused with much pleasure by all who take an interest mm the 
solution of the curious problem discussed in its pages.

Since the failure of Messrs. Fearon and Co. rumours have 
been current of the suspension of Messrs. Augustine Heard 
and Co., of China, but the fact was not announced until the 
23rd. This firm, which was founded on American conuec- 
tions, dates back to the good old times, before the first 
war. The senior Augustine Heard died in 1868, and Mr. 
George Heard this year. Mr. C. E. Parker was admitted 
a partner in January last. The firm of late years had its 
head office at Hong Kong, and occupied the large build- 
ing formerly the Government-house. ‘The branches included 
Canton, Amoy, Fcochow, Shanghai, Hiogo, and Yokohama, 
with agencies at all the other trading ports. At Hong Kong 
the firm had the entire working of the Hong Kong and Canton 
Steam Company, which included in its shareholders Chinese and 
all foreign nationalities. They were also managing agents for the 
China Traders Insurance Company and the Victoria Fire, both 
local companies. It is feared that the shareholders will be heavy 
losers, and that the failure will prove almost as disastrous as. 
that of Dent and Co. in its injury to private individuals. The 
banks, we understand, hold cover for all bills, and for many 
months caution has been exercised in advances. Mr. Albert 
Heard was a director of the Hong Kong and Shanghas 
Bank, but no luss will be incurred by the Bank. It re- 
mains to be seen how the partners in this house, enjoying such 
a large and profitable commission business, have brought about 
such a result. The telegram announces that Mr. James Whittal, 
of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., and Mr. Linstead, both 
of Hong Kong, have been appointed trustees, but the amount 
of liabilities has not been stated. The American agents were

“ Siy—The remarks contained in your City Article this morning 
with regard to the failure of Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co., of Hong 
Kong and China, being calculated to do much injury tc the firm, you 
will permit me, I trust, to correct them as regards some of the particu- 
lars. The debts to native houses are in reality insignificant, and the 
feeling of the Chinese, so far from being hostile, is of the most cordial 
description.

| (or, at any rate, of the ports) having been destroyed are, as faras we 
are aware, without foundation. Telegrams, dated last night, received 
by me from occupants of the premises said to have been destroyed mak : 
no mention of any such occurrence. J may add that measures for our 
resumption of business have been substantially completed, and the 
formal announcement will be made in a few days.

The Tartar and Rajanattianahur arrived at Suez on the 17th inst.

Arrived in West Bay, Portland, on the 19th inst., the Scawfell, from 
Manila for London, short of provisions, having been 170 days on the 
passage ; she was supplied and proceeded. 

The remaining portion of the cargo (coals), about 1,200 tons, of the 
Ernestine, from Sunderland for Macassar, which was towed into Nieuwe 
Diep, April 2, after being ashore on Hasbro Sands, was sold on the 12th 
inst. by auction. 

The following telegram has been received from the Border Chieftain, 
from Colombo :—April 21, wind changed suddenly last evening to N.E., 
which increased toa gale ; being low water had great difficulty in getti 
soldiers and labourers on board tug in safety; a fewreliable men remain 
on board all night ; ship's lifeboat lost on the rocks; weather has now 
moderated, and labourers returning to ship ; work will be resumed 
immediately ; ship suffered, striking heavily during night ; leak in fore- 
hold being stopped ; steam pumps almost fixed. 

TRIAL TRIPS, &c. 

The trial trip of the Thomas Sorby (str.), Captain Jackson, took 
place on the 15th inst. in the Tees Bay. This steamer was launched. 
in February last at Stockton-on-Tees, and belongs to the Star Ball Line 
of steamers, trading between Rotterdam and Java, carrying the Ne- 
therland mails and calling at Southampton for passengers and cargo. 
The engines, by Messrs. Blair and Co., of Stockton, proved themselves 
to be worthy of this well-known firm, and an average speed of ten 
knots, with a consumption of nine tons in twenty-four hours, was 
attained. About sixty visitors were on board. 

The trial of the new engines of 200-horse power just erected in the 
Java Steamship Company's screw steamer Celebes, of 2,000 tons re- 
gister, by Messrs. Maudslay, Son, and Field, of Lambeth, took place on 
the 16th inst. The vessel left the Millwall Docks at 11 a.m., and pro- 
ceeded down the Thames. The speed attained on the measured mile 
was at the rate of 114 knots per hour, and after returning to Southend 
and landing the company on board the steamer proceeded at once to 
Nieuwe Diep to take in further cargo and 200 Dutch troops for Java. 

RELEASE OF THE Pyan PFKHET (Captain Bowenrs).—Sheriff Smith, 
Greenock, has decided to order the release of the Pyah Pekhet from 
the restrictions under which she was put by the Board of Trade. His 
Lordship, in his decision, went fully into the facts of the case, stating 
that the reporters appointed by the Court had not been content with 
mere theorising, but had put the ship to test by surveying her when 
loaded and afloat outside of the Albert Harbour. The result was that 
they found her drawing 9ft. 6in. aft and 9ft. forward, and that she had 
nowhere less than 2ft. 64in. of freeboard. According, therefore, to the 
calculations of the Court surveyors the ship had a little more of a clear 
sidethan had been stated by the measurements of the Board of Trade 
surveyors. His Lordship reserved the question of expenses until the 
other actions pending are decided.—(She sailed for Penang on 23rd.]
